SAN  JOSE,  CA  —  The  lesbian 
and  gay  rights  movement  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  sharp  setback  in  Northern 
California’s  affluent  Silicon  Val¬ 
ley,  as  voters  in  Santa  Clara 
County  and  the  city  of  San  Jose 
rejected  twin  ballot  propositions 
that  would  have  banned  discrim¬ 
ination  based  on  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion. 

Adding  to  the  sting  of  the  dou¬ 
ble  defeats  was  the  margin  of 
voter  rejection.  Proposition  A  was 
turned  down  by  about  2Vi  to 
1  by  Santa  Clara  County  voters 
(the  yes  vote  103,479,  the  no  vote 
244,095),  while  Proposition  B  was 
crushed  3  to  1  in  San  Jose  (yes 
vote  35,957,  no  vote  109,238). 

Observers  on  both  sides  of  the 
long  battle  over  the  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion  ordinances  agreed  that  the  de¬ 
feats  were  attributable  in  large 
measure  to  a  last-minute  flood  of 
“anti-”  literature  from  two  reli¬ 
giously  based  opposition  groups 
(Concerned  Citizens  Against  the 
Sexual  Orientation  Ordinances 
and  the  Moral  Majority  of  Santa 
Clara  County). 

Mike  Morris,  an  attorney  for 
the  lesbian  and  gay  Santa  Clara 
County  Coalition  for  Human 
Rights,  charged  that  some  of  the 
leaflets  from  the  Moral  Majority

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  A 
White  House  aide  informed  three 
gay  activists  on  May  29  that  Pres. 
Carter  would  endorse  legislation 
removing  the  ban  on  the  entry  of 
foreign  gays  into  the  United 
States,  but  the  aide  later  backed 
off  from  an  unequivocal  policy 
statement. 

The  aide,  Allison  Thomas,  tele¬ 
phoned  Charles  Brydon,  co¬ 
executive  director  of  the  National 
Gay  Task  Force  (NGTF),  Don 
Knutson,  Executive  Director  of 
the  San  Francisco  based  law  firm 
Gay  Rights  Advocates,  and  Larry 
Bush,  a  Washington  correspond¬ 
ent  for  the  San  Francisco  Sentinel, 
to  announce  Carter’s  support  for 
a  bill  sponsored  by  Sen.  Alan 
Cranston  (D-CA)  which  would 
remove  “sexual  deviation”  from 
the  list  of  conditions  by  which 
immigration  authorities  can  bar 
foreigners  from  entering  the 
country. 

Brydon  and  Bush  told  GCN 
that  they  received  follow-up  calls 
modifying  the  initial  statement 
indicating  that  the  White  House 
thought  an  endorsement  of  the  bill 
premature. 

The  second  phone  call,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Brydon,  said  that  the 
administration  had  not  completed 
the  review  of  the  bill  and  “was  not 
yet  ready  to  endorse  it.” 

A  third  phone  call,  Brydon 
noted,  promised  that  the  White 
House  “supports  the  administra¬ 
tive  remedy  [referring  to  ongoing 


group  “bordered  on  the  ob¬ 
scene,”  and  that  Concerned  Citi¬ 
zens  misrepresented  the  purpose 
of  the  ordinances. 

“One  hates  to  use  the  word,  but 
it  was  applicable  in  this  case  — 
they  simply  lied  about  what  the 
ordinances  said,”  Morris  told 
GCN. 

Morris  added  that  reaction 
from  around  the  county  indicated 
that  the  fundamentalist  literature 
barrage  “influenced  an  awful  lot 
of  people.” 

Clifford  Harris,  a  spokesperson 
for  Concerned  Citizens,  argued 
that  his  group  merely  put  out 
“cold,  hard  facts  on  what  this  was 
really  all  about.  The  people  saw  it 
as  part  of  a  larger  picture  that  we 
could  expect  to  come  our  way  if 
these  things  passed.  They  read  it, 
thought  about  it,  and  expressed 
themselves.” 

Harris,  who  claimed  to  have 
voted  against  the  Briggs  anti-gay 
teacher  initiative  in  1978,  said  that 
he  opposed  both  Briggs  and  the 
twin  sexual  orientation  ordinances 
because  they  were  “bad  laws.” 

One  of  the  pieces  of  literature 
produced  by  those  opposing  the 
ordinances  was  a  large  fold-out 
brochure  entitled  “Don’t  Let  It 
Spread.”  The  piece  juxtaposed 
outdoor  pictures  of  gay  men  fond- 


negotiations  between  NGTF  and 
the  Department  of  Justice]  and 
the  Cranston  bill  but  hadn’t  got 
through  the  internal  steps  they 
needed  to  take.” 

Calling  the  policy  bungle  a 
“keystone  cop’s  .  comedy,” 
Brydon  said  that  it  was  “typical  of 
my  experience  with  the  Carter 
people  —  a  tremendous  amount 
of  uncertainty  about  handling  any 
issue.” 

Brydon  claims  the  mix-up 
reveals  that  gay  issues  are  not 
taken  seriously  by  the  administra¬ 
tion.  “Gay  issues  are  not  being 
handled  at  a  high  enough  level. 
They’re  dealing  with  it  at  a  level 
where  this  kind  of  botch-up  can 
occur.” 

Bush  was  more  optimistic  about 
a  future  Carter  endorsement  in 
spite  of  the  recent  vacillation. 
With  agency  responses  to  the  bill 
being  sent,  to  the  Office  of  Man¬ 
agement  and  Budget,  Bush  pre¬ 
dicts  that  Carter  would  announce 
his  support  for  the  Cranston  bill 
“within  another  week  or  so.”  He 
added  that  the  “Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  is  getting  a  clear  message 
that  the  White  House  is  anxious 
for  this  issue  to  be  resolved.” 

Bush  also  was  more  reluctant 
than  Brydon  to  criticize  the  Carter 
Administration’s  treatment  of  gay 
issues.  “There  is  more  staff  time 
and  work  going  on  in  the  White 
House,”  he  said,  “than  in  any 
other  campaign  including 
Kennedy  or  Reagan.  That  doesn’t 
mean  they’re  coming  up  with  the

right  decisions.” 

The  phone  calls  came  just  days 
before  the  final  round  of  primary 
elections  on  June  3,  but  Brydon 
felt  that  damage  to  Carter  among 
San  Francisco  voters  would  be 
minimal.  “This  area  is  going 
heavily  for  Kennedy.  People  make 
up  their  minds  way  before  these 
things.”  He  added,  however,  that 
an  unequivocal  endorsement  of 
the  Cranston  Bill  would  have 
given  Carter  a  boost.

NEW  YORK,  NY  —  Former 
pornographic  film  actress  Linda 
Boreman  Marchiano  —  flanked 
by  actress  Valerie  Harper,  femin¬ 
ist  authors  Andrea  Dworkin  and 
Susan  Brownmiller,  and  members 
of  Women  Against  Pornography 
—  launched  a  nationwide  boycott 
and  protest  against  the  film,  Deep 
Throat,  in  which  Marchiano  ap¬ 
pears  as  Linda  Lovelace. 

“I  was  a  prisoner  prior  to  the 
filming  and  during  and  after,” 
Marchiano  said  at  a  press  con¬ 
ference  called  by  Women  Against 
Pornography  in  its  storefront  of¬ 
fice  near  Times  Square,  May  24. 
Held  captive  against  her  will  — 
“at  gunpoint  in  many  cases”  — 
by  her  then  husband-manager, 
Chuck  Traynor,  Marchiano  said 
that  she  “was  beaten  on  a  daily 
basis.  If  1  wasn’t  being  physically 
abused,  I  was  being  sexually 
abused  and  mentally  abused.” 

“Mr.  Traynor  forced  me  into 


from  Anita  Bryant’s  Florida- 
based  Ministries. 

The  losing  lesbian  and  gay  coa¬ 
lition  tried  to  counter  “Don’t  Let 
It  Spread”  with  literature,  bill¬ 
boards,  and  radio  commercials 
proclaiming  “Ratify  Your  Right 
to  Privacy”  and  “Live  and  Let 
Live.”  The  pro-lesbian  and  gay 
proposition  commercials  featured 
the  voice  endorsements  of  several 
influential  politicians,  including 
members  of  Congress  Pete  Mc- 
Closkey,  a  Republican,  and  Don 
Edwards,  a  Democrat,  along  with 
San  Jose  mayor  Janet  Grey 
Hayes. 

There  was  some  evidence  of 
some  voter  backlash  to  the  en¬ 
dorsements  in  Santa  Clara  Coun¬ 
ty’s  political  office-holding  es¬ 
tablishment.  Republican  Dan 
O’Keefe  soundly  defeated  county 
supervisor  Rod  Diridon  in  a 
special  election  to  fill  a  vacant  seat 
in  the  California  state  senate. 

Harry  Lavelle,  an  aide  to  Diri¬ 
don,  said  the  supervisor,  who 
played  a  large  part  in  passage  of 
the  county  lesbian  and  gay  or¬ 
dinance  last  August,  was  hurt  by  a 
conservative-led  drive  to  recall 
him  from  the  county  board  (which 
failed),  as  well  as  by  his  as¬ 
sociation  with  the  lesbian  and  gay 
side  of  the  referendum  battle. 

Lavelle  added  that  Diridon  was 


the  whole  thing.  There  were  times 
when  I  had  to  say  to  people  that 
‘pornography  was  great’  or  ‘the 
movie  was  fantastic’,”  she  said. 
“It  hurt  me  very  deeply  inside.” 

Even  her  marriage  was  forced: 
“I  was  beaten  into  marrying  him. 
He  had  a  legal  trial  going  on  and  I 
was  witness  to  the  whole  made-up 
story,  and  his  lawyer  advised  him 
to  marry  me  so  that  1  couldn’t 
testify  against  him.  I  did  not 
marry  him  by  choice.  1  got  in¬ 
volved  in  the  whole  thing  because 
I  had  the  misfortune  of  meeting 
Mr.  Traynor.” 

Marchiano  claimed  that  the 
producers  and  crew  of  Deep 
Throat  learned  about  Traynor’s 
abuse  of  her  but  did  nothing  to 
stop  it:  “After  the  First  night’s 
shooting,”  she  said,  “1  received  a 
brutal  beating  [from  Traynor]  in 
my  room  for  smiling  on  the  set. 
The  whole  crew  was  in  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  room  partying,  and  all  of  a 
sudden  it  became  very  quiet.  I 


beaten  in  his  state  senate  race  by 
large  contributions  from  the 
Southern  California-based  gun 
lobby. 

The  day  after  the  vote,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Santa  Clara  County 
Coalition  for  Human  Rights  were 
trying  to  dig  themselves  out  of  the 
emotional  debris  left  by  the  cam¬ 
paign.  Coalition  chair  Johnie 
Staggs  admitted  that  “I’m  kind 
of  in  a  state  of  shock.  I  operated 
under  this  naive  attitude  that 
people  are  basically  good,” 

Staggs  asserted  that  the  defeat 
of  the  propositions  was  a  serious 
indication  of  a  drift  to  the 
political  right  in  the  country,  and 
in  particular  in  California. 
“People  have  got  to  wake  up  and 
see  that  gay  rights  are  just  one  step 
on  the  ladder.  I  think  real  bad 
times  are  coming  for  all  people 
who  are  not  white,  straight,  male, 
and  middle-class.” 

Staggs  also  reflected  the  barely- 
muted  hostility  that  developed 
during  the  campaign  between 
members  of  the  Santa  Clara 
County  Coalition  and  some  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  San  Francisco  gay 
political  leadership. 

Some  coalition  workers  have 
complained  from  time  to  time 
about  a  lack  of  support  for  their 
efforts  from  San  Francisco,  not  so

can’t  say,  ‘They  didn’t  hear.’  No¬ 
body  did  anything;  nobody  came 
to  help  me.  The  greatest  com¬ 
plaint  the  following  day  was  that 
their  product  had  been  damaged, 
and  they  had  bruises  to  cover  up” 
—  bruises  that  are  plainly  visible 
on  her  legs  in  the  film.  “That’s  all 
they  cared  about,”  continued 
Marchiano,  “not  the  fact  that  a 
woman  had  been  beaten  and 
abused.” 

Marchiano’s  sexual  enslave¬ 
ment  by  Traynor,  as  described  in 
her  bestselling  book  Ordeal  (Lyle 
Stuart),  coauthored  by  Mike  Mc- 
Grady,  lasted  two  and  a  half 
years.  During  that  time,  she  said, 
she  was  beaten  “by  Mr.  Traynor 
and  by  various  people  that  he  gave 
favors  to.” 

Her  reasons  for  supporting  a 
boycott  of  Deep  Throat  are  “in¬ 
tensely  personal,”  she  said.  “I 
hate  the  thought  of  people  making 
money  from  the  most  degrading

the  lowest  slime  of  mankind 

NEW  YORK  —  Al  Goldstein,  publisher  of 
SCREW  magazine,  which  features  hard-core  porno¬ 
graphic  photographs  along  with  such  articles  as 
“Animal  Attraction:  New  erotic  art  show  offers  the 
beast  of  everything,”  and  “Jap  In  The  Good  Old  Days: 
Fuzzy  fuck-photos  of  frolicking  Nips,”  has  mounted 
an  editorial  crusade  against  the  North  American 
Man/Boy  Love  Association  (NAMBLA). 

In  his  editorials,  published  in  the  issues  of  May 
12  and  19,  Goldstein  said  he  is  “appalled  by,  and  un¬ 
alterably  opposed  to,  those  who  violate  the  sexual 
sanctity  of  minors,”  and  added  that  he  was  opposed 
to  the  purchase  of  pornography  by  minors. 

Goldstein  wrote  that  discovery  of  the  existence  of 
NAMBLA  “made  me  feel  as  though  I  had  fallen  into  a 
manhole  and  wound  up  immersed  in  the  lowest  slime 
of  mankind.” 

He  claimed  that  the  group  has  started  an  organ¬ 
ization  called  "Fag,  Rag  and  Glad,  designed  to  give 
legal  aid  to  all  persons  accused  of  sex  crimes  with 
children.”  Fag  Rag,  a  radical  gay  men’s  quarterly,  and 
GLAD  (Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and  Defenders),  a 
Boston  legal  organization,  are  not  connected  with 
NAMBLA. 

“Though  I  am  repelled  to  the  point  of  moral  out¬ 
rage  at  this  group’s  contemptible  activities,”  Gold¬ 
stein  added,  "once  again  I  am  not  in  any  way  recom¬ 
mending  that  its  point  of  view  be  censored,  since 
censorship,  even  in  the  interest  of  protecting  our 
young,  is  never  justified.  What  I  am  arguing  is  that 
wherever  we  find  an  overt  sexual  action  against  a 
child,  the  full  weight  of  the  law  should  be  applied 
against  those  despicable  psychological  cripples  who 
have  such  a  low  self-esteem  that  they  can  only  feel 
power  in  sexuality  with  minors.” 

Goldstein  also  took  the  opportunity  to  deny 
charges  that  “today’s  sexual  permissiveness  leads  to 
negative  social  consequences”  such  as  rape,  attrib¬ 
uting  such  charges  to  “misguided  feminists  (a  redun¬ 
dancy),”  and  declaring  that  rape  “has  nothing  to  do 
. . .  with  the  normal  sexuality  that  you  see  in  the 
pages  of  SCREW."

get  off  his  beach 

LYNN,  MA  —  An  angry  lesbian  and  gay  commun¬ 
ity  has  called  for  increased  police  protection  in  the 
Red  Rock  area  of  Lynn  Shore  Drive,  a  traditional  gay 
cruising  spot,  following  three  bizarre  assaults  over 
the  Memorial  Day  weekend,  reports  the  Lynn  Item. 

According  to  Jay  Gilbert  of  Lynn’s  Gay  Commun¬ 
ity  Center,  three  men  were  beaten  early  Saturday  of 
that  weekend  by  a  man  wielding  a  dog  chain. 

Gilbert  says  the  man  was  5 '10"  tall,  with  blond 
hair  and  a  blond  beard,  and  he  was  accompanied  by 
two  Doberman  Pinschers,  one  of  which  he  called 
Ginger. 

The  men,  who  were  beaten  in  separate  incidents 
around  2:45  a.m.,  are  afraid  to  come  forward  because 
of  the  possible  repercussions. 

“This  man  was  walking  around  Lynn  Beach 
screaming,  ‘Faggots,  get  off  my  beach!  This  is  my 
beach!’  ”  Gilbert  told  the  Item.  He  presented  a  com¬ 
plaint  to  Metropolitan  District  Police  Lt.  Thomas 
Kehoe. 

Kehoe  said  that  he  asked  the  plainclothes  detec¬ 
tives  in  his  division,  who  patrol  the  Red  Rock  area,  to 
pay  attention  to  the  spot  during  their  tours  of  duty. 

“Without  complaints  there  isn’t  much  else  we 
can  do,”  Kehoe  told  the  Item. 


biloxi  moves  to  the  northwest 

TACOMA,  WA  —  The  Board  of  Freeholders  of 
Pierce  County  is  holding  hearings  throughout  the 
county  on  the  possibility  of  including  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion  in  the  non-discrimination  clause  of  the  proposed 
county  charter.  The  Seattle  Gay  News  reports  that 
the  newly-elected  board  drafted  the  proposal  for  the 
sexual  orientation  clause  and  voted  11-7  to  accept  it; 
the  board  will  vote  again  after  all  16  hearings  are 
completed. 

Before  the  initial  vote,  the  freeholders  them¬ 
selves  debated  the  issue.  Freeholder  Gary  Johnson 
told  his  listeners,  “This  goes  against  our  Creator’s 
wishes  and  Christian  traditions.  Stand  up  for  what 
you  believe  and  vote  against  this.” 

Tim  O’Grady  responded,  “This  sounds  like  a  city 
council  meeting  in  Biloxi,  Mississippi.  I’m  sorry  this 
even  came  up  and  I’m  ashamed  of  some  of  the  free¬ 
holders.” 

Some  freeholders  who  initially  supported  the 
lesbian  and  gay  rights  proposal  reportedly  had 
changed  their  minds  after  the  hearings  began, 
fearing  that  continued  support  could  lead  to  defeat  of 
the  entire  charter.  But  Tacoma  gay  activist  Larry  Dahl 
told  SGN  that  the  clause  may  be  serving  as  a  smoke¬ 
screen  to  keep  attention  away  from  other  points  in 
the  charter  that  would  be  controversial,  including  a 
clause  providing  for  an  appointed  sheriff  “whereas  a 
recent  poll  . . .  showed  70%  in  favor  of  an  elected 
sheriff.” 

Among  the  opponents  of  the  clause  at  the  hear¬ 
ings  was  Rev.  Duane  Wells,  vice-president  of  Moral 
Majority  in  Washington  State,  who  threatened  a  con¬ 
certed  voter  registration  drive  at  local  churches  to 
defeat  the  charter  if  the  lesbian  and  gay  rights  clause 
was  allowed  to  remain.

saved,  baptized  and  registered 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  “Get  ’Em  saved,  baptized 
and  registered,”  is  the  Rev.  Jerry  Falwell’s  slogan  for 
this  year’s  election.  Falwell,  of  “Moral  Majority,”  a 
right-wing  anti-gay  political  organization,  has  an¬ 
nounced  plans  to  register  eight  million  new  Christian 
voters  in  order  to  have  them  make  their  electoral 
judgments  based  on  so-called  “moral”  considera¬ 
tions,  according  to  the  Gay  Rights  National  Lobby. 

With  substantial  funds  at  their  disposal,  Moral 
Majority  has  announced  that  its  goal  is  a  “tidal  wave” 
that  will  sweep  40  to  50  senators  and  congress- 
persons  from  office. 

In  pursuit  of  that  goal,  Moral  Majority  has  estab¬ 
lished  a  political  action  committee  (PAC)  that  will 
contribute  to  “promorality”  candidates.  According  to 
Gay  Alaska,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Coors  family 
is  a  major  donator  to  the  Moral  Majority  PAC:  “Holly 
Coors,  wife  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  Adolph  Coors,  Co.,  made  a  $5,000  contribution  in 
December  1979  to  the  Moral  Majority  Political  Action 
Committee.” 


union  wins  gay  rights  clauses 

PHILADELPHIA  —  District  1199C,  the  National 
Union  of  Hospital  and  Health  Care  Employees, 
announced  today  that  its  two  newest  contracts, 
covering  some  workers  at  a  local  nursing  home  and 
at  Haverford  State  Hospital,  include  a  clause  banning 
discrimination  against  employees  on  the  basis  of 
sexual  preference. 

The  contracts,  won  by  a  team  of  negotiators 
headed  by  Union  organizer  Barbara  Pearlstein,  cover 
workers  at  Covenant  House  Health  Services,  Inc.  in 
Chestnut  Hil,  PA,  and  maintenance  workers  for 
Crothal  and  Company  who  work  at  Haverford  State 
Hospital  in  Haverford,  PA. 

Union  spokesperson  David  Fair  said  that  the 
new  contracts  bring  to  four  the  number  of  recently 
negotiated  settlements  with  1199C  which  include  a 
sexual  preference  non-discrimination  policy.  The 
other  institutions  are  the  West  Philadelphia 
Community  Mental  Health  Consortium,  which  has 
been  under  contract  since  last  October,  and  Com¬ 
munity  Legal  Services  Inc.,  which  recently  entered 
into  its  second  contract  with  1 199C.  Fair  said  that  the 
contracts  cover  about  500  workers  at  the  various 
institutions. 

Fair,  a  local  gay  activist  and  founder  of  several 
Philadelphia  lesbian/gay  organizations,  said  that 
several  other  local  unions  have  also  attempted  to 
include  sexual  preference  as  part  of  the  standard 
non-discrimination  clause  in  new  contracts, 
including  AFSCME  Local  1723,  which  represents  500 
clerical  workers  at  Temple  University.  He  said  he 
expects  that  the  non-discrimination  clause  will 
probably  be  a  standard  part  of  new  contracts  that 
1199C  brings  to  the  bargaining  table  in  the  future, 
though  its  inclusion  in  the  contracts  will  depend  on 
the  outcome  of  the  various  negotiations. 


legalize  adulthood 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Reverend  Robert  Waldrop, 
pastor  of  the  Metropolitan  Community  Church  of  Salt 
Lake  City  and  publisher  of  the  Open  Door  Newspaper 
(Utah’s  only  gay  newspaper)  recently  announced  his 
candidacy  for  the  Utah  State  Legislature  House  of 
Representatives,  District  Four.  Waldrop,  who  has 
been  active  in  a  number  of  gay  and  related  political 
activities  in  Utah,  is  the  candidate  of  the  Libertarian 
Party  for  that  position. 

In  a  release  to  the  gay  press,  Waldrop  stated,  “I 
believe  that  it  is  time  for  ‘adulthood’  to  be  legalized  in 
Utah.  Many  people  are  concerned  about  the 
incredible  growth  in  the  extent,  size  and  expense  of 
government.  We  ask  the  government  to  make  our 
moral,  economic,  and  social  choices  for  us.  I  believe 
that  the  only  legitimate  function  of  government  is  to 
protect  individual  rights,  provide  a  police  force  and / 
or  national  defense  for  the  protection  of  those  rights, 
and  to  provide  a  system  for  adjudicating  disputes 
through  courts.” 

Waldrop,  whose  activities  include  membership 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Coalition  for  Human  Rights,  the 
Stonewall  Political  Club,  the  anti-war/anti-draft  move¬ 
ment,  and  the  fight  against  the  MX  missile  system, 
commented  on  his  gay  activism  in  relation  to  his 
candidacy,  “Utah  is  somewhat  notorious  for  its 
homophobia.  However,  what  people  elsewhere  do  not 
realize  is  that  Utah  society  is  hardly  the  homogene¬ 
ous,  obedient  monolith  the  LDS  Church  would  like 
everyone  to  believe.  My  district  has  a  high  percent¬ 
age  of  gays,  students,  young  people,  and  other 
‘liberal’  types  that  I  feel  will  be  responsive  to  my 
campaign.” 

Stressing  that  he  is  not  running  a  gay  campaign 
as  such,  Waldrop  emphasized  that  he  has  strong 
feelings  and  positions  on  criminal  justice  reform, 
government  expenditures,  taxation  and  social 
services.

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Pa.  High  Court  Says 
Sodomy  Law  Invalid

PITTSBURGH  —  The  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Supreme  Court  last  week 
struck  down  this  state’s  sodomy 
law  which  proscribes  anal  or  oral 
sex  between  unmarried  individu¬ 
als.  The  4-3  decision  in  the  case  of 
Commonwealth  (of  Pennsylvania) 
vs.  Patrick  Gagliano  upheld  a 
lower  court  ruling  nullifying  what 
used  to  be  known  as  the  “volun¬ 
tary  deviate  sexual  intercourse” 
section  of  state  law. 

Tom  Coleman,  attorney  and  co¬ 
chair  of  the  National  Committee 
for  Sexual  Civil  Liberties 
(NCSCL)  told  GCN  that  in  again 
nullifying  the  law,  the  Supreme 
Court  declared  it  “irrational  to 
distinguish  between  unmarried 
and  married  persons  as  far  as  en¬ 
gaging  in  private  sexual  be¬ 
havior.” 

The  NCSCL  filed,  along  with 
the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  the  Eromin  Center  for 
Sexual  Minorities  in  Philadelphia 
and  other  groups,  an  amicus 
curae,  or  friend  of  the  court,  brief 
in  support  of  abolishing  the  law. 

Dissenting  justices  in  the  case 
felt  that  decriminalization  of  the 
sodomy  law  would  encourage 
prostitution,  Coleman  said.  But, 
he  countered,  if  two  people  aren’t 
hurting  anyone,  what  business  is  it 
of  the  state’s  to  intervene  in  their 
private  conduct?  As  this  agree¬ 
ment  applies  to  sodomy  statutes, 
it  could  likewise  apply  in  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  prostitution  statutes, 
he  said. 

So  far  22  states  have  decrimi¬ 
nalized  sodomy  either  by  a  legis¬ 
lative  change  or  by  a  judicial 
recognition  of  the  right  to  sexual 
privacy,  or  by  both,  Coleman  ex¬ 
plained.  In  at  least  two  states  the 
legislature  took  action  to  decrimi¬ 
nalize,  whereupon  the  courts 
quickly  followed  suit  and  recog¬ 
nized  the  right  to  privacy.  Penn¬ 


sylvania  now  becomes  23rd  on  the 
list  of  decriminalized  states. 

The  combined  population  of  all 
those  living  in  decriminalized 
states  “probably  surpasses  the 
50%  mark  of  the  total  popula¬ 
tion,”  Coleman  observed.  “Of 
course  we  won’t  reach  the  nu¬ 
merical  halfway  point  for  the 
states  until  we  get  to  25,”  he 
added,  “  but  it’s  helpful  to  go  over 
50%  in  population  figures.” 

Coleman  predicted  that  once 
the  majority  of  states  overturn 
their  sodomy  laws  or  recognize  the 
right  to  privacy,  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  will  also  follow  suit.  In 
gaining  this  right  to  privacy  recog¬ 
nition,  however,  he  stressed  the 
need  to  link  the  struggle  not  with 
gay  rights  alone  but  to  broaden 
the  concept  to  sexual  civil  liberties 
for  everyone  as  a  whole.  “The 
concept  of  gay  rights  is  too  radical 
for  most  people.  But  the  right  to 
sexual  privacy  establishes  a  com¬ 
mon  denominator,  because  it  af¬ 
fects  all  of  us,”  he  said. 

The  National  Committee  for 
Sexual  Civil  Liberties  is  involved 
in  pending  litigation  to  overturn 
sodomy  laws  in  several  states,  in¬ 
cluding  New  York  and  Maryland. 
NCSCL  lawyers  met  recently  in 
New  York  to  discuss  strategy  re¬ 
garding  sexual  privacy  bills  and 
court  cases  around  the  country. 

The  most  imminet  verdict  in 
sexual  privacy  will  probably  come 
from  the  Onofre  case  in  New 
York,  Coleman  predicted.  Oral 
arguments  in  the  case  will  be 
heard  in  October,  with  a  decision 
likely  to  be  announced  by  next 
January. 

The  case  involved  a  non-gay 
club  which  showed  live  hetero¬ 
sexual  sex  acts  on  stage.  The  man¬ 
agement  of  the  club  was  prose¬ 
cuted  under  the  state  sodomy  law, 
which  forbade  oral  or  anal  sex 
between  unmarried  persons. 


Prison  Inmates  Filing

BOSTON  —  Lawsuits  have 
been  filed  recently  in  Louisiana 
and  Arizona  concerning  the  right 
of  prison  inmates  to  receive  gay 
and  gay-related  literature. 

Parents  and  Friends  of  Gays 
(PFG),  a  support  group  based  in 
Los  Angeles,  and  several  of  its 
members  have  filed  suit  against 
Arizona  Department  of  Correc¬ 
tions  director  Thomas  W.  Korff 
after  prison  authorities  refused 
last  year  to  deliver  a  PFG 
brochure  to  an  inmate  of  the 
Arizona  Correctional  Training 
Facility  who  had  requested  it.  The 
inmate  was  given  an  empty 
envelope  instead  and  was  notified 
that  it  had  contained  ‘contraband 
material.” 

PFG  member  Adele  Starr,  a 
plaintiff  in  the  suit,  told  GCN  that 
prison  authorities  re¬ 
sponded  to  PFG’s  inquiry  with  an 
official  letter  refusing  to  deliver 
the  brochure  and  claiming  the 
right  “to  preclude  such  material” 
from  prisoners’  mail. 

Attorney  for  the  plaintiffs 
Cathleen  Meyer  of  Tucson 
declined  to  comment  on  the  case. 

In  Louisiana,  Anthony  Smith, 
an  inmate  of  Angola  State  Peni¬ 
tentiary,  filed  suit  April  22  seeking 
to  prohibit  prison  authorities 
from  confiscating  gay  periodicals 
being  mailed  to  him.  Smith  claims 
in  his  lawsuit  and  in  letters  to 
GCN  that  mail  room  supervisor 
Linda  Joann  Collard,  named  as 
one  of  two  codefendants,  has  re¬ 
peatedly  refused  to  deliver  to  him 
copies  of  GCN  and  The  Advo¬ 
cate.  Smith  quotes  Collard  as 
saying,  “I  will  pull  anything  that 
has  done  harm  to  the  children  of 
this  here  country,  and  that  I  think 


you  are  all  sick  people.” 

Richard  Crane,  attorney  for  the 
Louisiana  Department  of  Correc¬ 
tions,  explained  to  GCN  that 
according  to  department 
regulations,  authority  to  confis¬ 
cate  prisoners’  mail  is  delegated  to 
a  prison  employee  by  the  warden 
of  each  institution.  A  prisoner 
whose  mail  has  been  withheld 
must  be  notified  of  the  fact  and 
has  the  right  to  appeal,  first  to  the 
warden  and  then  to  the  director  of 
the  Department  of  Corrections, 
who  has  final  authority.  Current 
director  C.  Paul  Phelps  is  the 
second  codefendant  in  Smith’s 
suit. 

According  to  Crane,  the  only 
criteria  available  for  determining 
whether  mail  should  be  withheld 
are  the  “vague  standards”  set  by 
the  courts.  He  says  in  general  gay 
publications,  like  straight 
literature,  are  judged  unsuitable 
only  if  they  portray  sex  in  an  ex¬ 
plicit  and  graphic  way.  He  told 
GCN  several  issues  of  Penthouse, 
a  heterosexual  magazine,  have 
been  withheld  from  prisoners  be¬ 
cause  they  contained  sexually  ex¬ 
plicit  material. 

But  the  legal  brief  filed  by 
Smith  contends  that  GCN  and 
The  Advocate  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  established  by  the  courts  in 
that  they  do  not  “appeal  primarily 
to  the  prurient  interests  of  the 
average  adult”;  that  they  are  not 
“patently  offensive  because  they 
go  substantially  beyond 
customary  limits  of  candor  in 
their  descriptions  of  sex  and 
nudity”;  and  that  they  are  not 
“utterly  without  redeeming  social 
value.” 

Smith  says  in  his  suit  that 
Collard  had  claimed  the  gay  publi-

New  York  Groups  Battle 
Over  Pride  March,  Rally

NEW  YORK  —  Six  groups  and 
numerous  individuals  withdrew 
from  the  Christopher  Street  Liber¬ 
ation  Day  Committee  (CSLDC), 
the  coalition  organizing  New  York 
City’s  1980  Gay  Pride  Day  march 
and  rally,  to  form  an  alternative 
march  organizing  committee  on 
May  20. 

Calling  themselves  the  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Pride  March  Organizing 
Committee,  members  of  the  new 
group  charged  that  CSLDC  is

cations  in  question  interfered  with 
the  prison’s  “rehabilitation  effort 
of  treating  homosexuals.”  Smith 
continues,  “The  plaintiff  has  been 
incarcerated  for  many  years  here 
and  has  yet  to  see  any  type  of  re¬ 
habilitation  program  especially 
designed  or  geared  to  change  the 
way  that  homosexuals  are  treated 
at  this  prison.” 

Smith’s  suit  asks  the  court  to 
prohibit  the  confiscation  of  gay 
periodicals  sent  to  him  as  long  as 
their  contents  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  U.S  Post  Office. 


dominated  by  sexist,  inefficient, 
and  unrepresentative  members  of 
New  York’s  gay  community.  They 
have  filed  for  a  march  permit  with 
the  New  York  City  parks  depart¬ 
ment,  independently  of  CSLDC, 
and  have  raised  over  $1000  for 
their  own  march  organizing 
efforts. 

CSLDC  members  denied  the 
charges,  and  called  the  renegades, 
in  turn,  unrepresentative  and  divi¬ 
sive  elements.  CSLDC  is  going 
ahead  with  its  plans  for  the 
march,  and  is  currently  negotiat¬ 
ing  for  sound  equipment,  review¬ 
ing  speaker  nominations,  and 
organizing  fund-raising  events. 

Joyce  Hunter  of  Lesbians 
Rising,  a  member  of  the  new 
march  committee,  complained  of 
“blatant  sexism,  outright  miso¬ 
gyny,”  within  CSLDC.  She  cited 
several  personal  insults  of  women 
members  and  the  (failed)  attempt 
to  replace  women’s  groups  at  the 
head  of  the  march  with  the  Gay 
Marching  Band. 

Andy  Humm  of  Dignity,  which 
also  left  CSLDC,  said  representa¬ 
tives  of  his  group  “were  called 
fascists,”  and  that  “there  were 
simply  too  many  insults  .  .  .  they 


[CSLDC]  were  impossible  to  work 
with.” 

Other  groups  pulling  out  of 
CSLDC  include  Lesbian  Feminist 
Liberation  and  student  groups 
from  New  York  University  and 
Hunter  College. 

Disaffected  individuals  include 
Christopher  Tann  and  Gerri  John¬ 
son,  formerly  co:chairs  of 
CSLDC’s  march  and  rally  com¬ 
mittee:  “It  just  got  worse  and 
worse  every  week,”  Tann  told 
GCN.  “The  general  membership 
did  not  respect  the  work  of  the 
committees  or  the  individuals  in 
those  committees.  .  .  .  Week  after 
week  they  would  counteract  posi¬ 
tive  motions  and  disrupt  the 
orderly  working  of  the  group.” 

The  competency  of  the  male 
chairperson  of  CSLDC,  Chuck 
Tyson,  was  also  attacked  by  a 
number  of  members  of  the  new 
committee.  CSLDC  is  also  under 
attack  for  not  reflecting  the 
diversity  of  New  York’s  gay  com¬ 
munity  —  Tann  charged  it  is  dom¬ 
inated  by  “three  or  four  groups.” 

CSLDC’s  membership  list  in¬ 
cludes  over  forty  organizations.

Boston  Broadcasters  Hear 
Lesbian,  Gay  Concerns 


BOSTON  —  The  new  FCC 
ruling  that  broadcasters  must  con¬ 
sider  the  needs  of  gays  was  put 
into  effect  on  May  23.  Three 
spokespersons  for  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  met  with  a  group  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  Boston  radio  and 
TV  stations  to  discuss  the  needs  of 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community. 

The  meeting  was  arranged  by 
the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Media  Advo¬ 
cates  (LAGMA),  and  the  gay  re¬ 
presentatives  were  Kevin  Mc- 
Fadden  of  LAGMA,  Ann 
Maguire  of  the  Massachusetts  Gay 
Political  Caucus,  and  Maida 
Tilchen,  promotions  manager  of 
GCN.  Broadcast  stations  repre¬ 
sented  included  TV  channels  2,  5, 
7,  and  56,  and  radio  stations 
WRKO,  WROR,  WGBH,  plus 
several  other  stations. 

The  meeting  was  the  beginning 
of  the  “ascertainment”  process, 
by  which  broadcasters  are  re¬ 
quired  by  the  FCC  to  determine 


the  needs  and  interests  of  minority 
groups  so  that  these  groups  will  be 
considered  in  making  program¬ 
ming  decisions.  Although  it  is  un¬ 
clear  how  much  a  station  must  do 
for  each  minority  group,  the  re¬ 
cognition  of  gays  as  a  minority  to 
be  considered  is  thought  quite 
significant  by  observers.  A  station 
which  does  not  fill  the  ascertain¬ 
ment  requirement  satisfactori  ly 
may  find  that  its  license  renewal 
can  be  disputed  by  the  dissatisfied 
minority. 

At  the  meeting,  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  representatives  stated  that 
they  were  selected  spokespersons, 
and  not  representative  of  every 
subgroup  in  the  gay  community. 
The  broadcasters  had  asked  to  be 
informed  of  the  “needs,  pro¬ 
blems,  and  interests”  of  the  gay 
community,  and  the  spokespeople 
told  them  of  current  issues  in  the 
Boston  lesbian  and  gay  commun¬ 
ity,  emphasizing  violence,  dis¬ 


crimination,  and  visibility.  The 
lack  of  coverage  of  gays,  except 
for  unacceptable  programming, 
was  discussed,  and  the  recent  CBS 
special  Gay  power,  Gay  Politics 
was  given  as  an  example. 

The  broadcasters  were  also 
given  copies  of  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force’s  “Media  Guide  to 
Gay  Issues,”  and  a  pamphlet 
called  “Some  Things  You  Should 
Know  About  Homosexuality,” 
which  is  distributed  by  the  Boston 
Gay  Speakers  Bureau.  They  were 
also  given  a  list  of  resource  people 
to  call  so  that  an  appropriate 
person  could  be  contacted  should 
a  need  for  information  arise.  They 
were  also  given  sample  issues  of 
GCN,  which  was  recommended  as 
a  source  for  gay  news  and  pro¬ 
gramming  ideas. 

The  broadcasters  at  the  meeting 
appeared  to  have  varied  responses 
to  the  lesbian  and  gay  spokes¬ 
people. 
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Dear  GCN, 

On  Saturday,  June  21,  the  New  Jersey  Gay 
Coalition  will  vote  on  a  membership  application 
presented  by  the  North  American  Man/Boy 
Love  Association-New  Jersey  Chapter.  In  light 
of  the  March  on  Albany/CLGR  controversy  and 
the  latest  explosion  of  letters  regarding  man/boy 
love  in  the  pages  of  GCN,  I  believe  the  following 
remarks  are  appropriate. 

Perhaps  because  of  the  relative  isolation  of  gay 
individuals  and  organizations  in  the  state  of  New 
Jersey,  we  have  not  afforded  ourselves  the  luxury 
of  constant  factionalizing  and  internecine 
squabbling.  I  believe  that  all  of  the  individuals 
actively  involved  in  both  the  NJ  Gay  Coalition 
and  the  movement  on  a  statewide  level  have 
always  tried  to  deal  with  each  other  on  the  basis 
of  respect  and  even  a  degree  of  tenderness.  In 
this  effort  we  have  not  always  been  wholly  suc¬ 
cessful,  and,  it  is  true,  the  pressures  of  certain 
undertakings  and  the  controversial  nature  of  cer¬ 
tain  issues  have,  at  times,  put  our  good  will  to  the 
test.  But  always  the  commitment  to  deal  with 
each  other  as  allies,  instead  of  as  enemies,  has 
held  firm. 

No  matter  the  outcome  of  the  June  21  vote  on 
NAMBLA/NJ’s  membership,  I  trust  that  our 
commitment  will  remain  resilient.  The  issue  of 
pederasty  will  not  divide  the  New  Jersey  move¬ 
ment.  Moreover,  if  the  NJ  Gay  Coalition  should 
(for  a  whole  combination  of  reasons)  vote  to 
reject  NAMBLA/NJ’s  application,  boy-lovers  in 
New  Jersey  should  understand  that  there  are  in¬ 
dividuals  and  organizations  within  this  state’s 
broader  gay  community  who  are  committed  to 
their  right  to  participate  in  our  common  move¬ 
ment  and  who  will  not  feel  constrained  to  accept 
silently  the  brutal  persecution  of  both  boys  and 
men  involved  in  truly  consensual  sex.  That  the 
boy-love  issue  is  as  complex  and  emotional  for 
homosexuals  as  for  heterosexuals  does  not 
demand  that  we  avoid  the  question,  nor  that  we 
accept  the  easiest  and  most  superficial  positions. 

A  last  point  should  be  made:  however  New 
Jersey  gay  organizations,  acting  in  accord  with 
their  own  best  intentions  and  guided  by  the  most 
serious  of  deliberations,  decide  the  question  of 
NAMBLA/NJ’s  participation  in  the  NJ  Coali¬ 
tion,  let  no  one  mistake  our  action  as  a  comment 
upon  or  position  concerning  the  controversies  of 
others.  Perhaps  it  is  again  the  result  of  the  isola¬ 
tion  of  NJ  gays,  but  such  matters  seem  to  us  less 
important  than  getting  on  to  the  real  business  of 
fighting  our  common  oppression  and  our  real 
enemies.

I  read  with  interest,  and  no  little  dismay,  the 
letter  signed  by  six  “spokespeople”  of  the 
Coalition  in  New  York,  and  I  was  happy  for  the 
“repudiation”  by  Fred  Goldhaber  on  the  facing 
page.  All  this  in  your  May  31,  1980  issue. 

Why  is  it  that  those  who  scream  most  loudly 
about  “discrimination”  against  them  seem  to  be 
the  most  vocal  (and  unfortunately,  the  most 
ignorant)  in  urging  discrimination  against 
others?  Yes,  David  Thorstad  is  a  co-spokes¬ 
person  for  NAMBLA  (not  THE  spokesperson, 
as  alleged),  but  he  is  also  an  able  and  fluent 
speaker  on  many  gay  issues.  His  speech  urging 
unity  at  Albany,  though  ironic  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  could  offend  no  intelligent  listener.  How 
sad  that  the  CLGR/NYC  seems  willing  (perhaps 
eager)  to  split  the  gay  movement  into  fragments 
because  of  personality  clashes  about  an 
individual! 

What  nonsense  to  allege  that  “man/boy  love” 
has  been  plaguing  the  gay  movement.  It  seems 
rather  that  the  alleged  gay  movement  delights  in 
being  “plagued”  —  and  eventually  destroyed. 
The  so-called  issue  of  “man/boy  love”  has  been 
with  mankind  practically  since  its  creation. 

I  would  be  presumptuous  to  pretend  to  be  able 
to  define  that  wonderful  human  relationship  we 
call  love  so  as  to  satisfy  each  of  us.  In  fact, 
because  love  is  so  personal  and  so  intimate,  the 
word  and  the  relationship  mean  different  things 
to  different  individuals.  However,  I  am  proud 
and  happy  to  have  loved  boys  for  almost  half  a 
century.  To  me,  love  is  based  on  a  deep  and 
growing  friendship;  it  involves  a  developing  trust 
between  two  individuals,  and  thus  helps  create  a 
sense  of  self-respect  and  dignity  for  and  in  both. 
It  is  a  way  of  achieving  a  sense  of  worth  and  ful¬ 
fillment  for  both  participants.  Love  —  true  love 
—  is  never  a  “one-way  street;”  it  is  not  a  selfish 
self-indulgence  at  the  expense  of  another. 

So,  again,  for  me  at  least,  the  sexual  joining 
together  of  two  lovers  is  a  culmination,  not  a 
beginning  or  an  act  complete  in  itself.  This  is 
true,  I  believe,  whether  it  concerns  a  man  and  a 
woman,  or  a  man  and  a  man,  or  a  woman  and  a 
woman,  or  a  man  and  a  boy,  to  say  nothing  of  a 
woman  and  a  girl.  To  me,  sex  is  not  the  be-all 
and  the  end-all;  it  is,  however,  a  very  important 
and  joyful  fulfillment  for  the  human  beings  in¬ 
volved.  And  the  rest  of  us  would  do  well  to 
rejoice  in  their  joy  —  and  go  and  do  likewise! 
And  give  up  the  raucous  squabbling! 

I  have  been  called  a  romantic  dreamer  — 
maybe  so,  but  at  least  I  have  beautiful  and  joyful 
dreams,  not  nightmares.  So  I  urge  you  doubters 
to  learn  the  truth  about  the  potentialities  of 
man/boy  love,  and  give  up  the  myths  and  pre¬ 
judices  and  lies.  These  are  what  “plague”  the 
gay  movement  and  all  of  mankind,  not  love  of 
any  sort.

unequal  relations 

Dear  Editor, 

It  is  clear  from  the  May  31,  1980  Community 
Voices  that  dangerous  splits  in  our  movement  are 
being  caused  by  the  controversy  over  man/boy 
love.  The  supporters  of  the  North  American 
Man/ Boy  Love  Association  include  not  only 
those  who  believe  that  cross-generational  sex  is 
OK,  but  also  those  who  believe  that  no  sexual 
restrictions  of  any  kind  should  be  placed  on  con¬ 
senting  individuals.  I  fall  into  the  second 
category. 

But  as  a  feminist,  what  I  am  opposed  to  is 
sexual  relations  between  people  who  are  not 
equals,  i.e.,  relations  between  men  who  have  de¬ 
fined  “masculinity”  as  dominance  over  women 
and  women  who  have  defined  “femininity”  as 
submission  to  men,  and  also,  same-sex  relations 
in  which  one  is  defined  as  the  “butch”  and  the 
other  is  defined  as  the  “femme.”  As  a  dialectical 
materialist,  I  think  that  it  is  the  unequal  division 
of  sexual  power  between  men  as  a  group  and 
women  as  a  group,  and  between  homosexuals 
and  heterosexuals,  that  upholds  the  unequal 
division  of  economic  power  between  the  classes 
in  our  society  and  the  poverty,  pollution,  mental 
illness,  racism,  inflation,  etc.,  that  goes  with  this. 
By  teaching  that  relations  between  sexual  equals 
are  unnatural,  heterosexism  upholds  the  unequal 
division  of  power  between  women  and  men,  i.e., 
sexism,  and  by  teaching  that  it  is  natural  for  one 
person  to  dominate  another,  sexism  upholds  the 
power  of  the  state.  And  since  it  is  the  state  that 
defines  the  property  laws  and  the  power  of  the 
bourgeoisie  over  the  working  class,  it  is  the  un¬ 
equal  division  of  sexual  power  between  men  as  a 
group  and  women  as  a  group,  and  between 
homosexuals  and  heterosexuals,  that  upholds 
and  perpetuates  the  class  system  —  the  unequal 
division  of  economic  power  between  women  and 
men,  between  workers  and  capitalists,  and  be¬ 
tween  Third  World  peoples  and  whites. 

As  an  ex-counselor,  I  am  opposed  to  the  un¬ 
equal  division  of  power  in  relations  between  in¬ 
dividuals  because  I  think  that  forcing  one’s  be¬ 
havior  into  roles  that  have  been  pre-defined  is 
what  inhibits  growth.  And  as  the  parent  of  teen¬ 
age  children  and  an  ex-teacher,  I  know  that  there 
are  definite  differences  in  people  from  different 
generations,  and  that  these  are  developmental 
differences  involving  both  cognition  and  judge¬ 
ment.  I  think  that  these  differences  make  the  re¬ 
lations  between  people  of  widely  disparate  ages 
inherently  unequal,  and  that  there  can  therefore 
be  no  true  “consent”  between  people  of  differ¬ 
ent  generations  because  of  them.  I  am  opposed 
to  cross-generational  sex  on  these  grounds. 

But  the  problem  that  man/boy  love  is  present¬ 
ing  to  the  movement  for  homosexual  freedom 
will  not  be  solved  by  restricting  the  discussion  of 
it  —  this  will  only  add  resentment  to  the  pro¬ 
blems  that  already  exist.  The  topic  of  man/boy 
love  should  not  be  banned  from  any  of  the  dis¬ 
cussions  that  go  on  at  our  events,  in  fact,  it 
should  be  encouraged,  because  it  is  only  by 
bringing  all  of  our  opposing  ideas  together  that 
they  can  be  examined  so  that  resolution  can  be 
reached.

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lavender  left 

Dear  Friends, 

As  a  participant,  I  was  glad  to  see  an  account 
of  the  Lavender  Left  conference  in  GCN.  But  the 
article  didn’t  cover  some  aspects  of  it  that  1  think 
are  important. 

From  my  own  perspective,  the  proceedings 
seemed  pervaded  by  a  tension  that  was  hardly 
openly  discussed,  much  less  resolved,  but  was 
broached  in  what  the  chair  itself  labelled  the  only 
controversial  resolution  to  be  voted  on,  which 
was  submitted  by  the  anarchist  workshop.  That 
group  of  about  fifteen  people,  roughly  a  third  of 
us  avowed  anarchists,  submitted  a  mildly  worded 
resolution  calling  for  any  future  literature  from 
the  Lavender  Left  to  reflect  the  diversity  of 
philosophies  represented.  The  resolution  simply 
reflected  the  reality  of  the  conference;  to  refer  to 
it  as  marxist  and  socialist-feminist,  as  some  pre¬ 
conference  literature  had  done,  was  an  inaccur¬ 
ate  way  to  describe  a  conference  to  which  all 
lesbian  and  gay  leftists  had  been  invited. 

The  “controversial”  resolution  passed  almost 
unanimously,  which  leads  me  to  suspect  that  it 
was  controversial  only  among  the  orthodox  few 
who  dominated  the  conference. 

If  the  resolution  was  controversial  simply  be¬ 
cause  it  had  come  from  an  anarchist  workshop, 
it’s  interesting  that  what  amounted  to  defense  of 
anarchism  came  from  two  other  sources  as  well, 
both  of  them  quite  respected,  before  the  resolu¬ 
tion  was  submitted.  A  member  of  the  Third 
World  caucus,  the  unwilling  heroes  of  the  con¬ 
ference,  pointed  out  in  a  plenary  session  the  ideo¬ 
logical  breadth  of  past  and  present  Latin 
American  revolutionary  movements  and  the  im¬ 
portant  role  played  in  them  by  anarchists  and  an¬ 
archo-syndicalists.  And  the  clearest  statement  of 
feminist  principles  at  the  “socialist-feminist” 
conference  was  anti-elite  and  anti-hierarchy  and 
stressed  the  importance  of  process,  principles 
which  form  the  essence  of  anarchist  thought. 

Our  resolution  was  one  of  two  formal  state¬ 
ments  of  what  was  discussed  in  many  informal 
conversations,  that  is,  the  contrast  between  the 
approach  of  most  of  the  panelists  in  the  plenary 
sessions  and  the  concerns  and  interests  of  many 
of  the  people  in  attendance.  Most  of  the  panelists 
represented  more  or  less  tightly  organized  politi¬ 
cal  groups  and  their  contributions  were  in  fact 
position  papers  adopted  by  those  groups. 

Before  the  anarchist  workshop  met,  when  an 
ad  hoc  group  submitted  to  the  chair  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  concern  for  the  structure  of  the  confer¬ 
ence,  one  of  the  chairpersons  replied  that  per¬ 
haps  the  planning  committee  should  have  made  it 
clear  that  the  panels  would  represent  organiza¬ 
tions  and  that  it  was  assumed  a  “dynamic” 
would  develop  between  them  and  the  indepen¬ 
dent  leftists  in  attendance.  But  a  “dynamic”  is 
one  thing  and  open,  free  debate  is  quite  another. 
There  is  a  “dynamic”  between  a  performer  on  a 
stage  and  the  audience  but  it’s  still  the  performer 
who  dominates. 

Much  of  the  conference  was  excellent.  The 
Third  World  caucus  seems  to  have  done  quite 
well  on  its  own;  there  were  some  stimulating 
panelists;  the  fairy  circle  was  a  blessing  in  its 
limited  way;  and  there  were  countless  new  friend¬ 
ships  made.  But  if  the  Lavender  Left  is  to  be 
taken  seriously,  I  would  suggest  some  earnest 
self-examination  and  some  serious  thought  about 
process.  Otherwise  the  next  conference  may  find 
panelists  with  no  one  to  talk  to  but  each  other.

Nine  years  ago,  the  May  31,  1971  issue  of  The 
Nation  printed  (albeit  with  some  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  the  editors  at  the  time)  a  lead  book 
review  essay  of  mine  (“Castro’s  Cuba  —  The  Ex¬ 
ception  and  the  Rule:  A  Review  of  K.S.  Karol’s 
Guerillas  in  Power"),  which  was  one  of  the  first 
cohesive  critiques  of  the  Castro  regime  from  a 
left-democratic  perspective  to  be  published  on 
these  shores,  and  certainly  one  of  the  first  to 
point  to  the  repression  of  homosexuals  in  Cuba 
and  its  ideological  use  in  further  imposing  totali¬ 
tarian  conformity. 

Surely,  after  all  these  intervening  years,  the 
gay  “community”  has  had  ample  time  and  op¬ 
portunity  to  inform  itself  of  the  facts,  and  to 
take  a  position  of  solidarity  with  its  homosexual 
Cuban  brothers  and  sisters,  forced  to  live  on  the 
margins  both  abroad  and  here  in  the  USA.  How 
much  longer  can  North  American  homosexuals 
continue  to  deny  their  own  for  the  sake  of  an 
ersatz,  vicarious  identification  with  these 
pseudo-revolutionary  powers  that  have  been  sys¬ 
tematically  carrying  out  such  repression  over 
such  an  extended  period  of  time?  This  ersatz 
radical  image  grows  more  tarnished  with  each 
passing  day.  Isn’t  it  time  for  a  fresh  look,  and  for 
a  more  fresh  cultural  politique  that  is  more 
genuinely  radical?

academic  lesbians 

Dear  GCN, 

The  recent  convention  of  the  National 
Women’s  Studies  Association  at  the  University 
of  Indiana  in  Bloomington  was  the  largest 
gathering  of  academic  lesbians  ever  held  in  this 
country.  At  least  half  of  the  1700  women  at  the 
national  convention  were  lesbians. 

Among  the  lesbian  sessions  at  NWSA  were 
lesbian  mothering,  lesbian  and  gay  issues  in  the 
high  school  curriculum,  problems  in  lesbian  bio¬ 
graphy,  and  the  qualitative  method  in  lesbian 
feminist  research.  The  two  Minneapolis  women 
who  presented  the  panel  on  high  school  gay 
studies,  Polly  Kellogg  and  Shelley  Anderson,  are 
planning  an  anthology  on  the  subject.  This  fall 
they  will  present  workshops  on  high  school  gay 
studies  to  teachers  from  Lutheran  schools  in 
Minneapolis  and  from  schools  in  the  St.  Paul 
archdiocese  of  the  Catholic  church. 

Lesbian  historiography,  a  panel  dealing  with 
race  and  class  issues,  was  especially  well  received 
by  conference  goers  in  Bloomington.  Partici¬ 
pants  were  Angela  Wilson  and  Frances  Doughty 
from  New  York,  and  Sabrina  Sojourner  and 
Mirtha  Quintanales  from  San  Francisco.  Sabrina 
and  Mirtha  used  their  personal  experiences  as 
women  of  color  to  illustrate  the  cultural  diversity 
of  lesbians.  Mirtha  described  female  bonding 
among  Cuban  women  and  Sabrina  talked  about 
her  great  aunt  in  Texas  as  a  role  model. 

Another  session  praised  for  its  treatment  of 
race  and  class  issues  was  a  slide  show  from  the 
San  Francisco  Gay  &  Lesbian  History  Project 
titled  “Lesbian  Masquerade.”  It  describes  nine¬ 
teenth  century  California  women  who  passed  as 
men.  Estelle  Freedman  presented  the  slide  show. 

Other  signs  of  the  strong  lesbian  presence  at 
the  National  Women’s  Studies  Conference  were 
the  dance  on  opening  night  and  the  visibility  of 
Persephone  Press  and  Naiad  Press. 

One  anecdote  illustrates  the  reaction  of  some 
heterosexual  feminists  to  the  massive  lesbian 
turnout  in  Bloomington:  a  straight  woman,  mis¬ 
taking  Barbara  Grier  for  a  straight  woman,  said, 
“How  many  of  THEM  are  here,  do  you  think?” 
Barbara  replied  that  she  guessed  about  half  the 
women  at  the  conference  were  gay  and  about 
half  straight.  “As  many  as  HALF?”  the  straight 
woman  gasped.  “You  mean  half  heterosexual?” 
Barbara  shot  back. 

The  delegate  assembly  of  NWSA  voted  to  hold 
lesbians  only  sessions  next  year  at  the  national 
conference  and  to  have  separate  dorm  space  for 
lesbians.  The  conference  next  year  will  be  at  the 
University  of  Connecticut.

Dear  Friends, 

We  are  writing  to  inform  the  community  that 
the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Parents  Project  is  dissolv¬ 
ing.  After  two  years  of  working  to  spread  general 
information  about  lesbian  mothers  and  gay 
fathers,  and  to  provide  legal  and  emotional 
support  for  people  involved  in  custody  disputes, 
our  energies  have  run  out. 

We  would  like  to  see  our  work  continue  at  the 
same  time  as  we  realize  that  we  no  longer  can  do 
it  ourselves.  We  began  two  years  ago  as  a  group 
of  16,  and  have  dwindled  to  eight.  We  did  a 
training  program  to  bring  in  more  members  ap¬ 
proximately  a  year  ago  which  resulted  in  only 
one  new  member.

However,  you  can 
reach  us  by  mail  at  21  Bay  Street,  Cambridge 
through  the  month  of  June. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who 
shared  their  experiences  with  us  and  helped  to 
support  us  in  our  work.

midnight  rambles 

Dear  GCN, 

A  New  York  friend  of  mine  is  a  39  year-old 
actor  who  hasn’t  made  it  yet.  His  best  role,  he 
told  me  once  when  he  was  sure  I  wouldn’t  laugh, 
was  as  the  Evil  Stepmother  in  an  Off-Broadway 
version  of  Cinderella.  He’s  supported  himself  on 
and  off  for  nearly  twenty  years  with  odd  jobs. 
Most  recently  he’s  worked  full-time  painting 
apartments,  but  he’s  always  looking  for  theatre 
work. 

Doug  may  yet  make  it.  He  has  talent  and  ex¬ 
perience,  and  he’s  certainly  been  persistent. 
Also,  the  competition’s  a  little  less  fierce  in  his 
present  age  bracket,  since  most  of  the  never- 
weres  leave  the  profession  before  they  become 
suitable  for  middled-aged  roles.  But,  he  says, 
making  it  isn’t  as  important  to  him  as  it  used  to 
be.  He’s  learned  a  lot  in  his  years  in  and  out  of 
the  theatre,  and  he  considers  himself  an  actor 
whether  anybody  else  does  or  not.  And  he’s 
come  in  the  last  few  years  to  feel  good  enough 
about  himself  personally  to  be  able  to  cope  with 
lack  of  success  in  his  career.  Again  he  checked  to 
see  if  I’d  laugh  —  then  he  told  me  that  he’d  at 
least  made  it  as  a  homosexual. 

I  knew  enough  about  Doug  by  then  to  see  what 
he  meant.  He’d  been  a  stage-struck  drama  creep 
in  college,  spending  more  of  his  time  haunting 
the  theatre  district  of  Manhattan  than  studying 
in  New  Jersey.  He’d  acted  in  student  produc¬ 
tions,  but  he’d  caught  the  bug  later  than  the  ones 
who’d  come  to  school  prepared  to  be  stars,  and 
he  was  already  losing  his  hair,  and  he  was  feeling 
awful  about  being  queer  besides.  He  graduated 
with  little  distinction  and  went  on  to  Broadway. 

Doug  sang  and  danced  his  way  into  the  hearts 
of  dozens  for  a  few  years,  then  settled  in  for  the 
long  haul.  Along  the  way  he  learned  more  about 
acting  and  more  about  being  queer.  He  also  lost 
the  rest  of  his  hair. 

In  the  early  seventies,  things  changed  on  the 
gay  scene.  For  one  thing,  there  was  now  the  word 
“gay.”  For  another,  it  wasn’t  so  debilitating 
anymore  that  Doug  wasn’t  pretty.  He’d  always 
looked  good  in  a  pair  of  jeans,  so  he  started 
going  to  the  gym  and  got  so  he  looked  even  bet¬ 
ter.  He’d  always  been  good  at  sex,  and  when 
things  got  more  adventurous  on  that  front,  he 
was  right  there  learning  the  state  of  the  art.  He 
learned  how  to  transform  his  social  dancing  from 
Broadway  Baby  to  Disco  Madness,  and  he 
learned  to  transform  himself  from  rather  average 
homosexual  to  “hot”  gay  man. 

Nobody  would  try  to  present  Doug  as  a  highly- 
evolved  representative  of  gay  political  conscious¬ 
ness.  On  the  other  hand,  gay  life  has  been  good 
to  him,  and  he’s  worked  hard  at  it,  and  he’s  ac¬ 
complished  something.  Professionally,  his  iden¬ 
tity  is  problematic  at  best,  but  personally,  he’s  a 
comfortable  and  secure  gay  man. 

When  I  heard  Doug  was  working  as  an  extra  in 
the  filming  of  Cruising,  I  wasn’t  surprised.  When 
I  spoke  with  him  about  it,  he  was  pleased  to  be 
part  of  a  movie  about  gay  life,  and  he  only  hoped 
that  they’d  get  the  atmosphere  right.  So  when  the 
movie  came  to  Boston,  I  went  to  a  1:00  show, 
paying  only  two  guilty  dollars,  and  went  in  to  see 
if  I  could  spot  Doug  and  any  other  friends  in  the 
waterfront  bar  scenes. 

I  got  a  glimpse  of  Doug,  and  I  saw  one  of  the 
ugliest,  most  incoherent  and  mean-spirited 
movies  I  can  remember.  The  initial  murder  scene 
alone,  which  unblinkingly  presents  a  knife  blade 
plunged  into  a  prostrate  man’s  naked  back  — 
complete  with  leaping  spurts  of  blood  —  is  the 
worst  thing  I’ve  ever  seen  on  a  movie  screen.  If 
the  rest  of  the  film  followed  consistently  in  head¬ 
long  pursuit  of  gore,  it  might  at  least  pass  muster 
as  a  Grand  Guignol  on  the  order  of  The  Texas 
Chainsaw  Massacre.  Instead  it  gets  mucked  up  in 
an  illogical  suspense  tale  that  seldom  arouses  a 
moment’s  believability.  The  political  sensibility 
is,  of  course,  Neanderthal,  but  that  was  probably 
to  be  expected,  if  not  justified. 

Finally  spotting  Doug  in  one  of  the  bar  scenes 
of  Cruising  was  strangely  anticlimatic  for  me. 
He’s  a  good  actor,  and  he  was  well  cast,  and  he 
simply  looked  like  he  belonged  there. 

Doug’s  own  gayness  does  not  provide  him  with 
a  radical  vision  of  society.  It  does  not  exalt  or 
elevate  his  vision  of  his  life.  It  does  provide  him 
with  an  identity  and  a  point  of  view.  He  still  has 
a  long  way  to  go  to  get  to  where  he  wants  to  be, 
but  he’s  the  first  to  admit  that  advances  in  the 
gay  movement,  however  incomplete  and  however 
little  he  himself  has  done  to  promote  them,  have 
been  good  to  him.  They’ve  given  him  a  place  to 
work  from. 

Cruising  is  a  rotten  movie,  but  as  Hollywood’s 
first  foray  into  a  gay  setting,  it’s  probably  an  ad¬ 
vance  over  the  way  we’ve  been  perceived  in  the 
past.  There’s  still  a  long  way  to  go  before  Holly¬ 
wood  presents  us  as  we  really  are  or  as  we  deserve 
to  be  seen.  The  last  10  years  have  been  good  to 
us,  but  what’s  good  to  us  is  not  always  reassuring 
to  the  rest  of  America.  Cruising  views  us  as  a 
threat  to  society’s  values  and  at  times  to  each 
other.  It’s  an  imcomplete  vision,  and  worse,  but 
it’s  a  place  to  work  from.

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Gay  Christian  Scientists  At  Conference

BOSTON  —  When  several 
thousand  Christian  Scientists 
from  around  the  world  convene 
here  in  early  June,  gay  Christian 
Scientists  will  for  the  first  time  be 
visible  among  them. 

A  group  of  about  20  gay  Chris¬ 
tian  Scientists  and  some  straight 
supporters  within  the  church  will 
be  distributing  their  pamphlet, 
“Gay  People  in  Christian 
Science?”  in  an  attempt  to  change 
the  widespread  unacceptance  of 
gays  by  the  Christian  Science 
church. 

They  stress  that  their  activity  at 
this  annual  meeting  of  church 
members,  held  each  June  at  the 
church’s  world  headquarters  in 
Back  Bay,  will  be  orderly,  legal, 
and  peaceful. 

The  nucleus  of  the  group  is 
about  ten  gay  men  from  New 
York  City  who  will  be  joined  in 
Boston  by  Christian  Scientist, 
both  gay  and  straight,  from 
several  other  cities.  In  addition  to 
leafletting,  the  group  plans  a  silent 


protest  in  the  church  itself  in  the 
event  that  anti-gay  remarks  are 
made  during  the  meeting. 

The  New  York  group,  Gay 
People  in  Christian  Science, 
authored  the  pamphlet,  which  has 
been  mailed  to  every  Christian 
Science  church  and  practitioner  in 
the  world.  (A  practitioner  is  a 
Christian  Scientist  who  is  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  church  to  work  with 
others  to  heal  illnesses  and  other 
problems  through  prayer.) 

Only  a  few  of  the  gay  people 
who  work  at  the  church  itself  are 
known  to  the  New  York  group. 
Those  few  report  that  most  gay 
men  and  lesbians  employed  there 
are  too  afraid  of  losing  their  jobs 
to  attempt  contact  with  each  other 
or  the  group. 

Their  caution  seems  well- 
founded. 

Although  lesbians  and  gay  men 
have  always  been  active  in  the 
Christian  Science  church,  rarely 
have  they  been  open  about  it. 
There  have  been  many  instances, 
especially  in  the  last  ten  years, 


where  gays  have  been  forced  from 
the  church,  been  denied  employ¬ 
ment,  or  been  fired  at  the  church 
headquarters. 

The  various  Christian  Science 
publications,  including  the  world- 
renowned  daily  newspaper,  the 
Christian  Science  Monitor,  have 
carried  numerous  articles  con¬ 
demning  homosexuality,  stressing 
that  it  can  be  “healed”  —  that  gay 
people  can  become  heterosexual 
by  studying  the  teachings  of  Mary 
Baker  Eddy,  the  founder  of 
Christian  Science. 

While  Gay  People  in  Christian 
Science  do  not  doubt  the  ability  of 
Christian  Scientists  to  heal 
through  prayer,  they  challenge  the 
notion  that  homosexuality  should 
be  healed,  and  scoff  at  the  idea 
that  “becoming”  heterosexual  is 
an  improvement,  given  the  gener¬ 
ally  negative  view  of  Christian 
Scientists  towards  any  sexuality. 

Gay  People  in  Christian  Science 
hope  to  reach  the  Christian 
Science  Board  of  Directors,  the 
governing  body  of  the  church. 


with  their  actions  at  the  meeting. 
The  board  has  for  the  past  several 
years  refused  to  meet  with  gays  to 
discuss  their  place  in  the  church. 

The  group,  which  is  committed 
to  working  within  the  church,  and 
in  accord  with  the  principles  of 
Christian  Science,  wants  to  appeal 
to  all  Christian  Scientists  to  re¬ 
examine  their  thoughts  on  sexual¬

respond  to  lepeated  calls  by  GCN 
askinj  >or  comment  on  the  issue. 

The  Cranston  Bill  (S2210) 
repeals  section  212A4  of  the  1952 
Immigration  Act  as  amended  in 
1965  which  designates  “sexual 
deviation”  as  a  basis  for  barring 
entry  into  the  country.  The  bill 
was  introduced  January  23,  1980 
and  is  pending  in  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee.  An  aide  to 
Cranston  told  GCN  that  there  is 
little  likelihood  that  the  bill  will  be 
reported  out  of  Committee.

May  27  meeting  were  representa¬ 
tives  from  over  ten  groups,  includ¬ 
ing  Alpha  &  Omega,  Metropolitan 
Community  Church  (MCC),  Gay 
Youth,  the  North  American 
Man/Boy  Love  Association 
(NAMBLA),  GLAD  (Gay  Libera¬ 
tion  Allows  Drag),  and  several 
neighborhood  Third  World 
groups. 

Although  women  were  poorly 
represented  at  CLSDC’s  May  27 
meeting,  both  male  and  female 
members  reject  the  new  groups’ 
charges  of  sexism.  CSLDC  mem¬ 
ber  Rose  Jordan  told  GCN, 
“There  may  be  sexism,  but 
nothing  that  doesn’t  exist  in  their 
group,  or  anywhere  in  the  world, 
for  that  matter.  What  can  we  do 
but  continue  educating  and  saying 
it?  The  whole  idea  of  two  marches 
is  ridiculous  —  they  [members  of 
the  new  group]  don’t  know  how 
to  work  with  people.” 

CSLDC  co-chair  Gail  Johnson 
concurred:  “The  men  may  have 
problems,  but  they  are  willing  to 
listen  if  you  see  something  wrong 
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and  say  something  about  it.” 

Responding  to  the  charge  that, 
in  the  words  of  Joyce  Hunter,  ‘‘no 
work  was  getting  done”  within 
CSLDC,  Chuck  Tyson  told  GCN: 
“We  have  the  park  permit  almost 
sewed  up.  We  already  have  the 
march  permit.  We  have  planned 
numerous  benefits  —  in  fact,  we 
already  had  one  in  April.  We  are 
arranging  speakers  and  entertain¬ 
ment.  The  order  of  the  march  has 
been  planned.  Buttons  have  been 
ordered,  distributed,  and  sold. 
We’ve  had  very  good  attendance 
—  we’re  voting  in  the  new  mem¬ 
bers,  the  regular  members  seem 
confident,  the  board  is  doing  a 
good  job.  What  more  can  I  say? 
They  were  unhappy  because  they 
didn’t  get  the  speaker  they 
wanted.” 

This  was  a  reference  to  the  re¬ 
jection  by  CSLDC  of  a  request  for 
membership  and  a  speaker  by  the 
New  York  chapter  of  the  National 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Communica¬ 
tions  Network.  The  network  was 
turned  down  on  the  grounds  that 
its  leaders  did  not  represent  the 


New  York  chapter  as  a  whole  and 
had  held  a  closed  meeting  on 
May  18. 

Which  group  wins  the  inter¬ 
necine  strife  will  most  likely  de¬ 
pend  on  who  gets  the  permits  for 
the  march  and  rally.  The  outcome 
is  unlikely  to  affect  the  course  of 
the  march  itself  —  none  of  the 
groups  in  the  new  committee,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Andy  Humm,  would 
call  for  a  boycott  if  CSLDC  got  a 
permit  and  they  didn’t. 

But  the  split  is  symptomatic  of  a 
deepening  cleavage  in  New  York 
gay  politics  for  which  the 
man/boy  love  issue  and  the  linger¬ 
ing  resentments  from  the  Albany 
march  controversy  (see  GCN, 
Vol.  7,  No.  39)  form  an  important 
part  of  the  backdrop. 

The  split  is  both  personal  and 
political.  “This  whole  thing  re¬ 
volves  around  a  lot  of  ego  trips  — 
in  fact,  there’s  more  of  that  than 
of  political  issues,”  said  one 
member  of  the  new  group.  Others 
are  more  aware  of  what  they  con¬ 
sider  political  differences. 
Michelle  Pouget,  who  resigned  as

and  terrifying  time  of  my  life.” 

Informed  estimates  of  Deep 
Throat’s  grosses  range  up  to  $600 
million,  much  of  it  allegedly  chan¬ 
neled  into  organized  crime.  Chuck 
Traynor,  now  married  to  porno¬ 
graphic  film  star  Marilyn  Cham¬ 
bers,  received  $1,200  for  Marchi- 
ano’s  appearance  in  the  film. 
Marchiano  was  not  paid  anything. 


treasurer  of  CSLDC  after  what 
she  considered  to  be  repeated  per¬ 
sonal  insults,  told  GCN,  “CSLDC 
has  been  taken  over  by  GALA 
[the  Gay  Atheists’  League  of 
America]  and  NAMBLA,  and  I 
don’t  go  along  with  their  views. 
...  A  member  of  Parents  of  Gays 
told  me,  ‘I  have  reservations 
about  backing  up  a  group 
[CSLDC]  that  is  so  revolution¬ 
ary,’  and  1  think  that’s  a  real 
concern.” 

Another  member  of  the  new 
group  said  they  seceded  from 
CSLDC  to  prevent  the  “lunatic 
fringe”  from  “dominating  and 
destroying  the  movement.” 


Valerie  Harper,  the  star  of  tele¬ 
vision’s  Rhoda,  who  played  a  vic¬ 
tim  of  sexual  harassment  in  a  re¬ 
cent  made-for-TV  movie,  arrived 
at  the  press  conference  unan¬ 
nounced. 

“All  women  are  affected  by 
pornography,”  Harper  said. 
“The  Hustler  magazine  with  a 
woman’s  nude  legs  sticking  out  of 
a  meat  grinder  is  a  real  clear  state¬ 
ment.  We’re  real  complacent 
about  it.  I  think  we  have  to  get 
clear  about  what  the  assault  is  — 
whether  we  are  in  Scarsdale  or 
Beverly  Hills  or  rich  or  not  affect¬ 
ed  or  not  even  relating  with  men 
sexually.  Whatever  our  situation 
is,  if  we  have  this  physiognomy, 
we  are  under  attack  —  in  subtle 
and  not-so-subtle  ways.” 

“Linda  Marchiano  was  de¬ 
prived  of  every  human  right  guar¬ 
anteed  citizens  of  this  country,” 
said  Andrea  Dworkin,  author  of 
Woman  Hating,  Our  Blood,  and  a 
forthcoming  feminist  analysis  of 
pornography.  “The  millions  upon 
millions  of  men  —  especially  those 
freedom-loving  liberals  —  who 


found  Deep  Throat  so  much  fun 
must  now  be  told  what  they 
should  have  known  all  along:  that 
they  have  been  enjoying  and  de¬ 
fending  and  laughing  at  the  sexual 
abuse  of  a  woman.” 

Susan  Bronwmiller,  author  of 
Against  Our  Will:  Men,  Women 
and  Rape  and  a  founder  of 
Women  Against  Pornography, 
gave  Marchiano  a  pink  teddy  bear 
with  a  blue  ribbon  around  its  neck 
for  the  child  she  is  expecting  in 
mid-June.  Linda  Marchiano  is 
now  married  to  Larry  Marchiano, 
an  unemployed  laborer.  They  live 
on  Long  Island  on  welfare  with 
their  four-year-old  child. 

A  Women  Against  Pornogra¬ 
phy  organizer,  Dolores  Alex¬ 
ander,  said,  “We  are  calling  for  a 
series  of  nationwide  demonstra¬ 
tions  by  other  feminist  groups 
around  the  country  and  also  a  na¬ 
tional  boycott  of  the  film,  because 
we  see  that  women  in  the  sex  in¬ 
dustry  —  women  like  Linda  (and 
there  are  many  of  them)  —  are  the 
first  victims  of  pornography.” 
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much  in  terms  of  money,  but  in 
respect  to  other  forms  of  cam¬ 
paign  expertise. 

Staggs  said  that  some  gay  San 
Franciscans  seemed  preoccupied 
with  concerns  other  than  those  of 
the  battle  in  the  South  Bay.  “Part 
of  it  I  think  is  justified,  part  of  it  1 
think  is  a  kind  of  arrogance  be¬ 
cause  San  Francisco  is  recognized, 
either  justifiably  or  not,  as  the  gay 
Mecca.” 

The  Santa  Clara  Coalition  had 
an  early  and  bruising  encounter 
with  one  San  Francisco-based  po¬ 
litical  consultant  group.  The  result 
has  been  a  legal  battle  between  the 
Coalition  and  Soleman  Associates 
that  promises  to  drag  on  for  quite 
some  time. 

In  San  Francisco,  some  politi¬ 
cally-connected  gays  have  charged 
that  the  Santa  Clara  County  cam¬ 
paign  lacked  a  skilled  base  of  cam¬ 
paign  professionals.  Political  con¬ 
sultant  Jim  Rivaldo  asserted  that 
“the  Santa  Clara  campaign  in  the 
beginning  decided  they  didn’t 
want  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
political  professionals  or  San 
Francisco  outsiders,  and  I  think 
they  ran  a  very  inept  campaign.” 

Rivaldo  contended  that  the 
sprawling  Los  Angeles-like  Santa 
Clara  Valley  didn’t  lend  itself  to 
the  kind  of  door-to-door,  street- 
corner  campaigns  so  often  suc¬ 
cessful  in  San  Francisco.  “In  the 
absence  of  the  ability  to  do  a 
door-to-door  campaign,  and  also 
an  unwillingness  to  do  a  sophis¬ 
ticated  media  effort,  I  think 
you’re  doomed  to  failure.” 

One  significant  aspect  of  the 
aftermath  of  Santa  Clara 
County’s  defeat  was  the  absence, 
this  time,  of  any  demonstration  of 
outrage  by  the  San  Francisco  gay 
community.  Following  referen¬ 
dum  defeats  in  recent  years,  it  has 
been  customary  for  many  lesbians 
and  gay  men  to  demonstrate  in  the 
street  their  concern  about  the 
latest  electoral  defeat,  whether  in 
Florida,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  or 
Oregon. 

This  election  night  seemed  as  if 
the  energies  of  San  Francisco  ac¬ 
tivists  were  drained  into  a  series  of 
other  campaigns  to  defeat  at¬ 
tempts  to  cut  social  services  and 
the  hard-fought-for  local  rent- 
control  ordinance,  as  well  as  elect¬ 
ing  lesbians  and  gay  men  as  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  Democratic  National 
Convention  and  to  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee. 

San  Francisco  supervisor  Harry 
Britt  explained,  “I  do  not  agree 
that  the  gay  movement  has  lost  it¬ 
self  in  the  Democratic  party.  I 
think  there  are  gay  people  in  every 
party  and  in  every  political  organi¬ 
zation  that  I  know  anything 
about.” 

Britt  noted  that  the  concerns  of 
the  lesbian  and  gay  movement 
have  to  move  forward  with  the 
times.  “I  think  that  history  has 
changed.  When  Miami  [the  1977 
campaign  against  a  gay  rights  or¬ 
dinance  in  Dade  County,  FL, 
which  gained  national  attention] 
happened,  all  of  us  were  psycho¬ 
logically  really  threatened,  and  we 


really  wondered,  ‘Oh,  my  God, 
what  are  they  going  to  do  to  us 
next?’  I  hope  the  fact  that  we  are 
not  feeling  the  incredible  need  to 
come  together  and  reassure  our¬ 
selves  that  the  world  is  not  coming 
to  an  end  indicates  not  that  we 
care  less  and  are  less  disgusted  by 
what  goes  on  in  these  referen- 
dums,  but  that  we  have  a  sense  of 
our  strength  to  the  point  that  we 
know  we  can  lose  one  without 
Harvey  Milk  having  been  wrong.” 

Britt  said  that  the  lesbian  and 
gay  movement  in  California  is 


“moving  into  a  whole  lot  of 
arenas.  We  won  big  on  Prop.  10  [a 
statewide  anti-rent  control 
measure  that  was  defeated]  and 
there  was  a  lot  of  gay  energy 
working  on  Prop.  10.  And  we  won 
big  on  Prop.  9  [an  attempt  to  cut 
state  income  taxes  and  social  ser¬ 
vices,  which  also  went  down  to  de¬ 
feat]  and  there  was  a  lot  of  gay 
energy  there.” 

Britt  concluded,  “My  sense  is 
really  that  as  you  get  power,  the 
rights  battles  are  less  important. 
People  who  have  a  lot  of  power 


don’t  have  to  fight  for  their  rights. 
And  people  who  don’t  have  power 
aren’t  going  to  achieve  their 
rights.  So  if  there  is  a  shift  in 
focus  from  ‘Please  permit  me  to 
be  gay’  to  ‘Here  I  am,  I’ve  got 
strength,  I’m  part  of  what’s  going 
on,’  I  think  that  is  a  very  healthy 
step  forward.” 

Staggs,  however,  feels  that  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  should  organ¬ 
ize  to  fight  the  right  wing. 

“There  is  a  real  serious  threat 
out  there,”  Staggs  told  GCN. 
“And  I  don’t  have  the  answers. 


The  only  thing  I  know  is  that 
people  have  got  to  wake  up  and 
realize  what’s  happening  to  our 
country,  and  more  personally, 
what’s  happening  to  our  state.” 

As  of  now,  there  has  not  been  a 
detailed  analysis  of  the  returns  in 
Santa  Clara  County  to  determine 
just  what  caused  the  South  Bay 
voters  to  give  such  a  resounding 
“no”  vote  to  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  ordinances.

This  is  the  first  time  that  any 
appellate  court  has  held  that 
personal  sexual  conduct  is  a 
constitutionally  protected, 
fundamental  right  for  lesbians 
and  gay  men. 

If  this  decision  is  upheld  by 
the  Court  of  Appeals,  it  will 
help  deprive  homophobic 
pressure  groups  of  one  of  their 
favorite  arguments:  that 
because  lesbians  and  gay  men 
engage  in  illegal  sex,  they  are 
deviant  and  are  not  entitled  to 
basic  civil  rights. 

Now,  Lambda  Legal  Defense 
wants  to  extend  our  legal 
rights  to  all  areas  of  our  lives: 
to  employment,  to  housing,  to 
custody,  to  immigration.  Our 
contributors  have  already  had 


the  satisfaction  of  helping  us 
win  important  victories  in 
many  of  these  areas,  such  as: 

•  The  U.S.  Navy’s  policy  of 
automatic  discharge  of  gays 
was  held  illegal.

Ogunquit  is  probably  best  known  for  its  beach,  which  is 
about  three  miles  long,  with  plenty  of  sunbathing  area.

Ogunquit’s  summer  theatre  playhouse  promises 
another  season  of  “big  name”  entertainers  and  its  two 
movie  theatres  will  soon  open  for  the  summer. 

Ogunquit  has  been  known  for  its  artists  for  over  half  a 
century.  In  the  early  years  it  fostered  artists  in  Perkins  Cove. 
Rustic  fishing  shacks  and  scenic  views  provided  them  with 
inspiration  and  inexpensive  studio  space.  During  the 
summer  months,  more  than  20  galleries  and  studios  are 
open  to  visitors.  Original  works  of  more  than  300  artists, 
many  nationally  known,  are  exhibited.  The  village  collec¬ 
tion  of  contemporary  painting  and  sculpture  is  located  at  the 
Museum  of  Art  on  Shore  Road,  1.4  miles  south  of 
Ogunquit  Village  Center. 


For  a  better  view  of  Ogunquit’s  coastline,  you  can  take 
a  ride  on  one  of  the  party  boats  running  regularly  out  of  the 
Cove.  Also  from  the  Cove,  you  can  take  a  ride  on  a  boat 
whose  captain  will  show  you  how  lobsters  are  trapped.  Or, 
go  deep-sea  fishing  yourself  on  one  of  the  fishing  boats 
operating  daily  from  the  Cove. 

If  you’re  a  landlubber,  you’ll  enjoy  a  large  number  of 
unique  gift  shops  throughout  the  area  and  if  you’re  not  a 
shopper  try  an  afternoon  of  horseback  riding  at  the  Village 
Stables  or  golf  at  several  fine  golf  courses.  Some  of  the 
larger  motels  and  inns  offer  tennis  courts  and  pools  and 
prices  are  reasonable. 

It  has  become  popular  in  the  past  few  years  to  cruise  the 
dunes  at  night.  However,  the  area  is  expansive  and  difficult 
to  patrol,  and  can  be  dangerous  in  the  evening. 


Ogunquit  is  located  in  southern  Maine  only  1  Z>  hours 
from  Boston.  You  can  get  up  and  back  on  a  tank  of  gas  and 
avoid  the  traffic  congestion  on  the  South  Shore  and  routes  to 
the  Cape.  Trailways  buses  leave  Boston  for  Ogunquit  at 
8:30  a.m.,  11:30  a.m.  and  4:15  p.m.  every  day.  Greyhound 
buses  leave  once  a  day  at  4:15.  The  fare  is  $9.40  one  way.

IMMEDIATELY  AFTER  INTERCOURSE: 

Soap  genitals  working  a  bit  of  soft  mushy  soap  into  urinary 

opening. 

Rinse. 

Repeat  procedure. 

Then  urinate  (which  may  sting). 

Extended  exposure  or  delay  before  washing  diminishes 
the  effectiveness  of  this  preventive  measure.  Washing  is 
doubly  important  since  even  in  the  absense  of  syphilis  and 
gonorrhea,  other  sexually  transmitted  germs  can  cause  infec¬ 
tions  such  as  NGU  (non-gonococcal  urethritis)  or  NSU  (non¬ 
specific  urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act,  use  water- 
soluble  preparations  that  will  wash  away.  Do  not  use  an  oil 
base  that  will  leave  a  film  to  trap  the  germs. 

NOTE:  The  foreskin  that  covers  the  head  of  the  penis 
may  trap  germs  which  can  cause  infections.  Therefore,  spe¬ 
cial  attention  should  be  given  to  washing  the  uncircumcised 
penis. 

When  vaccines  against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis  will  have 
been  developed,  personal  hygiene  will  remain  necessary  to 
prevent  other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  For  example:  A 
gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not  prevent  approximately  half  of  the 
reported  cases  of  male  urethritis  which  are  not  gonorrhea. 

Page  3:  SOME  ASPECTS  OF  PERSONAL  HYGIENE 
FOR  MEN  AND  WOMEN 

Infectious  germs  which  are  commonly  found  in  the  lower 
digestive  tract  may  be  transmitted  from  the  rectum  during 
certain  sex  activities.  Among  the  dangerous  germs  present 
may  be  the  virus  which  causes  hepatitis,  and  parasites  which 
cause  gastro-intestinal  disorders  if  they  enter  the  mouth 
(anal-oral  route). 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  genito-urinary  system 
are  highly  susceptible  to  infection  by  some  of  these  germs 
from  the  rectum.  For  example:  As  a  result  of  careless  wiping 
from  rectum  towards  vagina  by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs 
are  easily  spread  to  the  vagina  where  they  may  cause  infec¬ 
tions,  and  from  which  they  may  be  transmitted  during  vagin¬ 
al,  as  well  as  rectal,  intercourse.  Therefore,  females  must  not 
wipe  in  the  direction  of  rectum  to  vagina. . . . 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex  can  be  greatly 
aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low  bathroom  fixture,  designed  to 
facilitate  washing  for  disease  prevention  and  proper  clean¬ 
sing  after  toilet.  Not  everyone,  unfortunately,  has  been  ade¬ 
quately  informed  as  to  the  advantages  of  the  bidet;  it  is  not 
found,  for  instance,  in  homes  or  hotels  in  the  United  States, 
whereas  in  many  parts  of  the  world  it  is  widely  used  and  sig¬ 
nificant  to  personal  hygiene.  Good  hygiene  requires  careful 
washing  of  genital  and  rectal  areas  before  and  after  sex.

Welfare  State  Wilde 


Loot 

Court  Repertory  Theatre 
Directed  by  Grey  Cattell  Johnson 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday 
Evenings  at  8:00  p.m.  at  the 
corner  of  Marlborough  and 
Berkeley  Streets 
Through  June  14 

By  Gordon  Gottlieb 
Playwright  Joe  Orton  was  once 
described  as  “the  Oscar  Wilde  of 
Welfare  State  gentility.”  Such  an 
appellation  rightfully  acknow¬ 
ledges  the  satirical  bite  of  a  Wilde, 
but  places  it  in  a  mundane  middle 
class  environment  —  rather  than 
Victorian  drawing  room  society  — 
where  not  cucumber  sandwiches, 
but  death,  violence,  and  greed  are 
the  normal  topics  of  conversation. 

As  part  of  their  first  season,  the 
Court  Repertory  Theatre  has  pro¬ 
duced  a  credible  version  of  Loot, 
first  produced  in  1966  —  a  year 
before  Orton’s  own  head  was 
bashed  open  by  his  lover  Kenneth 
Halliwell.  Similar  mayhem  and 
disregard  for  propriety  occur  in 
Loot. 

The  McLeavy  household  is  os¬ 
tensibly  in  mourning  for  the  late 
Mrs.  McLeavy,  who’s  been  done 
in  by  her  nurse  Fay  (Beth 
Bontley).  Fay  has  the  intention  of 
adding  Mr.  McLeavy  (Durham 
Miller)  to  her  ever-growing  list  of 
late  husbands.  In  the  meantime, 
young  Hal  McLeavy  (Alan  Kehoe) 
and  his  boyfriend  Dennis  (Brad 
Learmonth)  have  stashed  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  bank  they’ve 
robbed  in  Mrs.  McLeavy’s  casket, 
cavalierly  tossing  Mrs.  McLeavy 
in  a  closet  and  then  bundling  her 
up  in  bandages  and  passing  her 
off  as  a  dressmaker’s  dummy. 
Enter  Inspector  Truscott  (David 
Zoffoli),  who  poses  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Water  Board,  thus 
avoiding  the  hassle  of  bothersome

search  warrants  or  other  legal 
niceties. 

If  this  sounds  rather  confusing, 
don’t  worry.  This  is  neither  a  cops 
and  robbers  yarn,  not  a  whodunit 
with  clues  strewn  along  the  way. 
Any  plot  involving  the  unmasking 
of  criminals  takes  second  billing 
to  Orton’s  cynical  vision. 

Joe  Orton  does  not  write  about 
nice  people,  so  please  don’t  expect 
anything  “politically  correct” 
from  the  gay  lovers.  Good  role 
models  will  have  to  be  sought  else¬ 
where.  Hal  and  Dennis  are  as 
nasty  and  amoral  as  everyone  else, 
and  Alan  Kehoe  and  Brad  Lear¬ 
month  quite  effectively  convey 
their  sleaziness. 

As  Hal,  Kehoe  grimaces  like  a 
baby-faced  Peter  Lorre  each  time 
he  compulsively  tells  the  truth  (he 
was  brought  up  Catholic)  in  such 


an  endearing  way,  we  agonize 
along  with  him  as  he  sadly  dis¬ 
plays  this  bit  of  honesty.  Lear¬ 
month,  too,  is  delightful  as  he 
combines  his  sanctimonious 
undertaker  role  with  his  tendency 
to  impregnate  women. 

Like  the  Mr.  Sloane  in  the 
Inman  Square  Alley’s  version  of 
Orton’s  Entertaining  Mr.  Sloane 
this  spring,  Hal  is  dressed  in  a 
modified  punk  get-up.  I’m  not 
sure  this  is  necessary,  even  though 
it  might  give  the  play  a  contem¬ 
porary  feel.  Punk  is  still  a  little 
too  marginal:  Orton  writes  about 
the  mainstream,  not  the  peri¬ 
pheral,  so  I  question  the  director’s 
decision  in  doing  this. 

The  other  actors  match  Kehoe’s 
and  Learmonth’s  abilities  to  de¬ 
monstrate  their  general  sleaziness.

Odyssey  of  a  Unicorn _ 

Home  is  Where  the  Heart  Is

Sometimes  we  do  things  in  total 
ignorance  that  turn  out  rather 
well.  Even  /  sometimes  come  up 
smelling  like  a  rose  after  falling 
into  a  pile  of  fecal  matter.  Quite 
by  accident  I  did  something  very 
right  on  the  Memorial  Day  week¬ 
end. 

Until  very  recently,  I  worked  at 
a  job  that  recognized  no  holidays. 
That  is,  it  recognized  them  on  the 
calendar,  but  not  on  the  pay- 
check.  If  you  got  the  day  off  for 
Christmas,  or  Thanksgiving  or, 
perhaps,  Memorial  Day,  you  got 
the  day,  but  you  didn’t  get  the 
pay.  I  chose  no  holidays  other 
than  the  most  sacred,  in  order  to 
keep  the  larder  filled.  But  I  also 
realized  that  that  was  no  way  to 
live,  so  I  switched  jobs,  which  is  a 
story  or  six  in  itself.  Anyway,  as 
soon  as  I  found  out  that  we  were 
going  to  have  Monday,  May  26, 
off  from  work,  I  informed  my 
sother  (significant  other)  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  we  go  “home”  to  New 
York  (Queens,  really)  and  visit  her 
mother  and  sister. 

As  always,  she  jumped  at  the 
opportunity,  called  her  mother  to 
make  sure  that  we  were  welcome 
(a  peculiar  formality,  since  we  are 
perpetually  welcome)  and  away 
we  went.  I  thought  it  was  going  to 
be  the  usual  rather  low-keyed, 
tedious  little  family  interlude, 
food-full  and  bland,  but  pleasant 
for  all  that. 

I  couldn’t  have  been  more  off 
the  beam.  When  we  got  to 
Queens,  we  learned  that  the  ances¬ 
tral  home  had  been  sold,  and  the 
closing  date  was  to  be  the  coming 
Thursday.  Arrangements  were 


made,  while  we  were  there,  for  the 
movers  to  come  and  pick  up  all 
the  stuff  on  Saturday,  May  31. 
That  would  be  the  end  of  it  all. 
The  end  of  forty  years  in  the  same 
house,  a  warm,  friendly  house  in  a 
neighborhood  that  has  seen  many 
changes  but  continues  to  be  a 
good  place  to  bring  up  children  in 
peace  and  happiness.  Had  1  not, 
by  pure  chance,  decided  to  go 
home  at  just  that  time,  we  would 
have  missed  saying  goodbye  to  the 
house. 

There  are  many  things  you  can’t 
talk  about  at  the  time  they  are 
happening  because  the  feelings 
called  up  by  the  events  are  too 
tumultuous  and  too  complicated 
for  meaningful  utterance.  Maybe 
it  is  just  as  well  that  we,  my  sother 
and  I,  did  not  discuss  what  all  this 
moving  out  business  meant  to  her. 
If  I  loved  that  house,  how  much 
more  must  she,  who  has  nothing 
but  happiness  to  remember  about 
it,  and  who  lived  in  it  all  her  life, 
till  she  met  me? 

In  that  house  have  been  parties 
and  celebrations,  births  and  chris¬ 
tenings,  marriages  and 
graduations,  and  always  and  ever 
love,  genuine  concern  of  parents 
for  children  and  children  for 
parents  and,  above  all,  of  parents 
for  each  other.  If  the  house  could 
speak,  it  would  tell  of  times  of 
struggle  and  times  of  prosperity,  it 
could  tell  of  laughter  and  tears, 
but  mostly  laughter.  We  have 
many  photographs  taken  in  that 
house  on  all  the  occasions  when 
families  traditionally  get  together, 
and  the  smiles  recorded  are 
radiant.  And  always  the  house 
was  there,  like  a  landscape  in  a 


Hardy  novel,  though  not 
brooding.  The  house  was  there, 
silent  witness  and  silent  enfolder 
of  all  that  happened. 

And  now,  the  house  was  being 
passed  on  to  another  family,  who 
seemed  to  have  fallen  in  love  with 
it,  and  gave  every  indication  of 
wanting  to  share  with  it  the  same 
kind  of  happy  intimacies  that  my 
sother  and  her  family  had  shared 
with  it. 

In  some  crazy  way,  the  pain  of 
our  farewell  was  mitigated  by  hav¬ 
ing  to  do  so  much  sorting  and 
packing  of  books  and  clothing. 
That  is,  my  sother  did  the  sorting 
and  packing.  1  turn  to  absolute 
mush  at  the  mere  mention  of  the 
word  “move.”  I  can’t  imagine  a 
worse  torture  than  packing  and 
moving,  even  if  it  is  only  down  the 
block  or  a  couple  of  towns  away. 
My  sother  and  I  moved  from 
Toronto  to  Boston,  and  that  just 
about  paralyzed  me  with  utter  ter¬ 
ror.  1  can’t  explain  it,  but  disturb¬ 
ing  my  nesting  place  gives  me  a 
case  of  the  green  apple  quick  step, 
second  to  nothing. 

My  sother,  however,  copes  bril¬ 
liantly  and  coolly  with  all  of  life’s 
plentiful  disasters,  including 
moving.  So,  she  proceeded  to 
pack  the  books  and  dismantle  the 
bookcases,  making  the  movers’ 
job  easier,  but  probably  not  pre¬ 
venting  them  from  lousing  every¬ 
thing  up. 

1  took  myself  and  my  bad  case 
of  nerves  out  to  the  little  patio  in 
the  rear  of  the  house  where  1  could 
be  alone  and  reflect  on  the 
mysteries  and  miseries  of  life.  The 
dolor  of  my  mood  was  quickly 
shattered,  however,  by  the

After  recovering  from  an  initial 
bout  of  excessive  mugging,  Beth 
Bontley  comes  up  with  a  strongly 
seductive  and  scheming  Fay.  Simi¬ 
larly,  as  the  celebrated  Inspector 
Truscott,  David  Zoffoli,  drunk 
with  the  authority  to  intimidate 
and  indeed  terrorize  the  McLeavy 
household  as  he  blithely  ignores 
due  process,  wonderfully  demon¬ 


appearance  of  one  of  earth’s  most 
economical  creatures.  1  had  never 
before  seen  a  land  snail,  that  won¬ 
der  of  wonders  whose  slow  pace 
makes  all  calm,  and  who  can 
never  move  out  of  its  ancestral 
home  simply  because  it  carries  its 
home  upon  its  back. 

The  snail’s  shell  was  about  the 
size  of  a  nickel,  a  coffee-colored 
spiral  with  bands  of  chocolate.  It 
was  luscious  looking,  and  when  1 
gently  pried  it  from  its  mooring,  I 
studied  its  underside,  wondering  if 
it  were  still  alive.  After  waiting  for 
a  moment,  1  was  rewarded  by  the 
slow  emergence  of  the  animal 
itself. 

It  resembled  a  pale  yellow  clit¬ 
oris  unfolding  like  an  exotic  blos¬ 
som  out  of  which  alternately 
erected  four  small  antennae  that 
probed  the  neighboring  air,  and 
seemed  particularly  interested  in 
investigating  a  finger  I  had  poised 
above  them.  I  was  enchanted  — 
and  would  have  adopted  the 
creature  on  the  spot,  but  I  do  not 
know  how  to  keep  it  hale  and 
happy,  so  1  left  it  where  it  lived 
and  wished  it  well. 

If  there  is  any  method  in  the 
universe,  there  is  surely  meaning 
in  my  Finding  that  hopeful  bit  of 
nature.  Just  when  my  sother  and  I 
were  feeling  so  uprooted  and  torn, 
1  stumbled  onto  that  snail,  a  kind 
of  beauty  that  symbolized,  for 
me,  both  peace  and  permanence 
in  the  midst  of  pain  and  chaos. 

Leaving  the  home  of  one’s 
youth,  one’s  happy  youth,  cannot 
be  much  fun.  I  don’t  know  from 
experience,  because  I  never 
wanted  to  stay  home  when  1  was 
young.  The  house  in  which  1  spent 


strates  the  Law  gone  berserk.  And 
finally  Durham  Miller  portrays 
Mr.  McLeavy  with  just  the  right 
amount  of  sputtering  of  religious 
and  civic-minded  pieties.

“an  acquired  taste.”  Since  Loot 
will  only  be  around  until  mid- 
June,  you’d  do  well  to  take  a  bite 
as  soon  as  possible. 


my  childhood  was  friendlier  than 
the  people  who  lived  in  it,  so  my 
situation  was  very  different  from 
my  sother’s.  She  was  taking  a  few 
remnants  of  a  shared  life  away 
from  the  house  she  had  known 
and  loved  for  all  the  years  of  her 
existence. 

If  I,  who  have  known  that 
house  and  spent  many  hours  in  it 
over  the  past  17  years,  love  it  and 
feel  its  loss  keenly,  what  must  my 
sother  feel?  Never  to  enter  that 
house  again  .  .  .  Never  to  drive 
around  the  block  looking  for  a 
parking  space  .  .  .  Never  to  avoid 
the  familiar  ever-present  potholes 
in  the  streets  .  .  .  “Never”  is  such 
a  terrible  word.  But  we  all  have  to 
live  with  “nevers.”  We  all  have  to 
face  loss. 

On  several  occasions  in  the 
past,  I  have  written  in  these  pages 
about  ritual  and  the  necessity  for 
it  in  our  lives.  Probably  no  one  is 
more  adept  at  maintaining  signifi¬ 
cant  rituals  than  my  sother’s 
mother.  More  than  anyone  else, 
she  must  have  mourned  inwardly 
the  leaving  of  a  home  that  was 
hers  for  forty  years.  (She  has  lived 
long  enough  to  suffer  many  losses 
—  her  parents,  a  beloved  brother 
and  most  recently  her  husband.) 
Yet  she  never  showed  how  heavy 
her  heart  must  have  been.  Instead, 
after  teaching  Sunday  School,  she 
went  out  and  bought  a  birthday 
cake  for  her  youngest  godchild. 
His  fifth  birthday  is  May  31,  but 
that  is  moving  day,  and  my 
mother-in-law  was  determined 
that  he  should  have  his  birthday 
celebration  at  her  home  with  all 
the  family  present.

This  column  has  been  compiled 
by  LAGMA,  the  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Media  Advocates.  This  is  the  first 
of  what  we  intend  to  be  a  monthly 
media  column  in  GCN. 

We  would  like  this  column  to  be 
a  forum  for  opinions  and  analyses 
of  media  coverage  of  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  issues,  as  well  as  a  means  of 
exchanging  information  which  we 
can  use  in  working  with  the 
media.  This  week  we  present  a 
brief  analysis  and  review  of  some 
recent  events  in  the  media 
coverage  (or  lack  thereof)  of  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  issues;  this  also 
serves  as  a  brief  history  of 
LAGMA.  You  will  also  find  a  list 
of  the  addresses  of  the  sponsors  of 
the  April  26  CBS  Reports:  “Gay 
Power,  Gay  Politics”  fiasco.  We 
hope  you  will  join  us  in  writing 
these  sponsors  to  protest  their 
support  of  CBS’s  crucifiction  of 
our  power.  Even  postcards  get 
read. 

In  upcoming  columns,  we  plan 
to  have  analyses  of  specific  news 
articles  and  shows,  discussion  of  a 
major  educational  (PBS)  radio 
station  which  will  be  covering  the 
gay  pride  week,  information  on 
how  to  conduct  a  press  conference 
I 

This  column  will  be  most  pro¬ 
ductive  for  us' all  if  we  receive 
input  from  people  who  read  it. 
Send  us  your  comments  and  sug¬ 
gestions.  If  you  or  your  organiza¬ 
tion  have  prepared  some  material 
which  would  be  helpful  to  others 
in  dealing  with  the  media,  then 
send  it  to  us  and  we’ll  put  it  in  the 
column.  If  you  are  a  member  of  a 
media  group,  send  us  information 
about  what  you’re  doing.  A  di¬ 
rectory  of  gay  and  lesbian  media 
groups  would  allow  us  all  to 
achieve  greater  strength  through 
networking.  You  can  write  to  us  at 
LAGMA,  c/o  GCN  —  or  come  to 
our  Wednesday  night  meetings. 

After  the  March  on  Washington 
last  October,  participants  re¬ 


turned  home  to  Boston  and  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  death  of  Chad 
Greene  had  received  more  cover¬ 
age  than  the  March.  The  March 
was  reported  on  page  three  of  the 
Boston  Globe,  next  to  a  much 
larger  article  (complete  with  pic¬ 
ture)  about  a  Hare  Krishna  mem¬ 
ber  who  had  died  from  a  macrobi¬ 
otic  diet.  Community  anger  over 
this  trivialization  sparked  the 
organization  of  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Media  Advocates  (LAGMA). 

The  first  ad  hoc  meeting  of  the 
as-yet  unnamed  group  recognized 
that  the  Globe  article  was  part  of  a 
pattern.  It  was  only  the  latest 
manifestation  of  the  Globe's  (and, 
by  extension,  the  whole  media’s) 
long  history  of  mistreatment  of 
gays  and  reinforcement  of  lesbian 
invisibility.  It  was  felt  that  any  ac¬ 
tion  taken  against  the  paper 
should  be  just  the  first  item  of  an 
organized,  on-going  strategy. 

LAGMA’s  strategy  consists  of 
several  components:  monitoring 
the  media  for  coverage  of  lesbian/ 
gay  issues,  responding  to  that  cov¬ 
erage  in  numbers  sufficient  to  re¬ 
present  a  community  that  will  no 
longer  tolerate  exploitation  and 
trivialization,  reaching  out  to  les¬ 
bians  and  gays  working  within  the 
media,  and  raising  of  standards 
and  expectations  —  educating  les¬ 
bians  and  gays  to  listen  and  read 
between  the  lines. 

It  is  not  enough  to  be  on  the  de¬ 
fensive;  LAGMA’s  startegy  also 
includes  positive  input  to  the 
media.  LAGMA  has  been  the 
source  of  ideas  for  several  articles 
featured  in  the  Globe  during  the 
past  six  months  since  that  paper 
appointed  a  liaison  to  the  les- 
bian/gay  community.  We  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  dialogue  with  ABC  and 
NBC  in  New  York,  and  with  most 
of  the  local  TV  and  radio  stations. 
This  summer  we  have  been  asked 
to  work  with  channel  56  (WLVI- 
TV)  in  creating  a  special  series  on 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community  in 


Boston.  This  is  scheduled  to  be 
aired  in  August. 

Usually,  an  enlightened  attitude 
comes  into  being  because  pressure 
has  been  brought  to  bear:  some¬ 
one’s  consciousness  has  been 
raised.  When  an  individual  comes 
out,  it  is  usually  to  family  and 
friends  and  sometimes  to  co¬ 
workers.  When  we  march  or  dem¬ 
onstrate  en  masse,  we  can  affect 
the  opinions  of  bystanders  and  a 
larger  audience  —  if  the  media 
covers  the  march.  When  we  are 
not  consulted  about  how  we  are 
portrayed,  the  media’s  interpreta¬ 
tions  or  us  may  only  confirm 
myths  and  fail  to  treat,  without 
distortion,  events  important  to 
our  lives  and  struggles. 

The  media  can  be  a  powerful 
tool  for  social  change,  but  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  have  mostly 
seen  it  brandished  as  a  weapon  by 
the  ignorant  and  homophobic. 
Years  of  maltreatment  have 
taught  us  not  to  expect  unbiased 
attention. 

In  1973,  when  some  of  us  pro¬ 
tested  the  Marcus  Welby,  MD  epi¬ 
sode,  “The  Outrage,”  —  about 
the  rape  of  an  adolescent  boy  by 
his  male  teacher  —  lesbians  and 
gay  men  were  rarely  seen  on  either 
the  small  or  big  screen.  Except  for 
an  occasional  Sunday  supplement, 
a  glaring  front-page  sex  murder  or 
entrapment  round-up,  the  same 
non-coverage  existed  in  the 
printed  media.  Since  then,  as  the 
gay  movement  has  expanded  and 
progressed  (helped  in  no  small 
measure  by  the  national  contro¬ 
versies  over  Anita  Bryant  and  the 
civil  rights  referenda),  there  has 
been  an  explosion  of  information 
on  homosexuality  available  to  the 
general  public. 

With  the  loosening  of  censor¬ 
ship  and  the  liberalizing  of  sexual 
mores  has  come  genuine  explora¬ 
tion  of  and  sensitivity  to  lesbian/ 
gay  issues.  Now  it’s  the  rare  sit¬ 
com  or  action-drama  on  prime¬ 


time  television  that  does  not  bring 
up  the  subject  once  in  a  while. 
Some  current  programs  that  have 
dealt  sensitively  with  the  issues 
include:  Barney  Miller,  Family, 
The  White  Shadow,  Lou  Grant, 
and  WKRP  in  Cincinnati.  Made- 
for-TV  movies  such  as:  The 
Glitter  Palace,  A  Question  of 
Love  and  the  poorly  scheduled 
Sgt.  Matlovich  vs.  The  U.S.  Air 
Force  have  been  aired. 

The  media  are  not  uniformly 
progressive,  of  course.  Homo¬ 
sexuality  and  lesbianism  are  also 
considered  wide  open  frontiers  for 
exploitation.  Homophobia  and 
misinformation  abound.  Thus  we 
have  Prisoner  in  Cellblock  H, 
Soap,  Three’s  Company  on  tele¬ 
vision;  and  Windows,  Cruising, 
American  Gigolo,  etc.  on  the  big 
screen  (while  The  Front  Runner 
and  Rubyfruit  Jungle  gather  dust, 
and  Word  Is  Out  is  deemed  unfit 
for  popular  release). 

We  might  like  to  think  that 
people  who  control  and  are  prom¬ 
inent  in  the  media  are,  by  virtue  of 
their  expertise  and  class  and 
money,  more  intelligent  and  rea¬ 
sonable  and  less  homophobic  than 
the  majority  of  their  audience,  but 
this  isn’t  true.  “I  believe  they 
[gays]  suffer  from  a  severe  per¬ 
sonality  disorder,”  says  Ann 
Landers  in  a  syndicated  column 
read  by  tens  of  millions  of  people. 
“Leading  Sex  Therapists  Claim 
over  Half  of  Gays  can  be  Convert¬ 
ed  to  Normal!”  claims  the  Na¬ 
tional  Enquirer,  with  a  circulation 
of  over  five  million  weekly. 
“Homosexual  homicides  are  fre¬ 
quent,  sadomasochistic  .  .  .  (and) 
relatively  frequent  in  homosexual¬ 
ity,  ...”  courtesy  of  Time  maga¬ 
zine  (March,  1980).  From  CBS, 
we  can  now  add  “Gay  Power, 
Gay  Politics,”  an  hour  whose 
damage  to  us  is  incaluable. 

It’s  time  to  demand  justice  from 
the  media  —  the  end  to  sensa¬ 
tionalism  and  exploitation,  the 


recognition  of  our  legitimacy,  and 
fair  coverage  in  quantity  and  fre¬ 
quency  proportionate  to  our 
numbers.

Therefore,  the  last  thing  we  did 
before  we  left  the  house  was  cele¬ 
brate  the  happy,  forward-looking 
occasion  of  a  small  boy’s 
birthday.  No  more  fitting  gesture 
was  possible.  It  is  highly 
improbable  that  this  gentle, 
thoughtful,  loving  woman  would 
be  able  to  articulate  the  reasons 


for  having  that  little  party,  but  it 
rounded  everything  off  and  made 
sense  of  the  chaos  in  our  never- 
restful  lives. 

On  our  way  back  to  Boston,  my 
sother  and  I  did  not  speak  very 
much.  It  was  my  fault,  not  hers.  I 
didn’t  want  to  disturb  the  noises 
in  my  head  by  making  them 
external.  There  really  wasn’t 


anything  1  could  do.  The  house 
had  to  be  sold.  The  past  is 
irrevocably  the  past.  The  dead  are 
dead.  But  everything  good  lives  on 
in  the  memory.  My  sother  said, 
“Mother  was  the  center  of  the 
house,  and  mother  is  still  here.” 
Amen.
